The  honorable  William  R.  King,  .President  pro  tempore,  resumed  the 
chair. 

Mr.  Crittenden  presented  the  credentials  of  the  honorable  Ephraim  H. 
Foster,  appointed  a  Senator  by  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  to 
fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  resignation  of  the  honorable  Felix 
Grundy;  which  were  read. 

The  oath  prescribed  by  law  was  administered  to  the  honorable  Ephraim 
H.  Foster ;  and  he  took  his  seat  in  the  Senate. 
On  mbtion  by  Mr.  Morris, 
Ordered^  That  the  Secretary  acquaint  the  House  of  Representatives  that 
a  quorum  of  the  Senate  is  assembled,  and  that  the  Senate  is  ready  to  pro- 
ceed to  business. 
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On  motion  by  Mr.  Wright, 
Resolved^  Tiiat  a  commiiteebe  appointed  to  join  snch  committee  as  may 
be  appointed  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  wait  on  llie  President  of 
the  United  Slates,  and  inform  him  that  quorums  of  the  two  Houses  have 
assembled,  and  that  Congress  are  ready  to  receive  any  communications  Ir 
may  be  pleased  to  make. 
On  motion, 
It  was  agreed  that  the  President  pro  tempore  appoint  the  committee  ;  and 
Mr.  Wright  and  Mr.  Young  were  appointed. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  McKean, 
Besolved,  That  each  Senator  be  supplied,  during  the  present  sessicni, 
with  three  such  newspaper-',  printed  in  any  of  the  States,  as  he  may  choose  : 
provided  the  same  be  furnished  at  the  usual  rate  for  the  annual  chart^'C 
for  such  newspapers ;  and  provided  that,  if  any  Senator  shall  choose  to 
take  any  newspaper  other  than  daily  papers,  he  shall  be  supplied  with  iis 
many  such  papers  as  shall  not  exceed  the  price  of  three  daily  papers.

TUESDAY,  December  4,  1S3S. 

The  honorable  Clement  C.  Clay,  from  the  State  of  Alabama,  attended. 

A  message  frorn  the  House  of  Representatives,  by  Mr.  Hugh  A.  Gar- 
land, their  clerk  : 

Air.  President :  I  am  directed  to  inform  the  Senate  that  a  quorum  ^f 
the  House  of  Representatives  has  assembled,  and  that  the  House  is  ready 
to  proceed  to  business. 

The  House  of  Representatives  concur  in  the  resolution  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  joint  committee  to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
notify  him  that  quorums  of  the  two  Houses  have  assembled/ and  that  Con- 
gress are  ready  to  receive  any  communications  which  he  may  be  pleased  to 
make;  and  have  appointed  Mr/Cambreleng, Mr.  Lincoln,  and  Mr.  Connor, 
the  committee  on  their  part. 

Mr.  Rives  presented  the  memorial  of  James  Barron,  a  captain  in  tho 
navy  of  the  United  States,  praying  the  payment  of  a  claim  which  he  con- 
ceives to  be  unjustly  withheld  by  the  accounting  departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

Ordered,  That  it  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Wright,  from  the  Committee  appointed  on  tlie  part  of  the  Senate, 
jointly  with  tlie  committee  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, to  wait  on  the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  inform  him  that 
quorums  of  the  two  Houses  have  assembled,  and  that  Congress  are  ready 
to  receive  any  communications  which  he  may  be  pleased  to  make,  reported 
that  they  had  performed  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that  the  President  re- 
plied that  he  would  make  a  communication,  in  writing,  to  the  two  Houses, 
immediately. 

The  followinof  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Van  Buren,  his  secretary  : 
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FdloiD'citizens  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Representatives : 

I  congratulate  you  on  the  favorable  circumstances  in  the  condition  of 
our  country,  under  which  you  reassemble  for  the  performance  of  your 
official  duties.  Though  the  anticipations  of  an  abundant  harvest  have  not 
every  where  been  realized,  yet,  on  the  whole,  the  labors  of  the  husbandman 
are  rewarded  with  a  bountiful  return;  industry  prospers  in  its  various 
channels  of  business  and  enterprise  ;  general  health  again  prevails  through 
our  vast  diversity  of  climate;  nothing  threatens,  from  abroad,  the  continu- 
ance of  external  peace ;  nor  ha^  any  thing  at  home  impaired  the  strength 
of  those  fraternal  and  domestic  ties  which  constitute  the  only  guaranty  to 
the  success  aud  permanency  of  our  happy  Union,  and  which,  formed  in 
the  hour  of  peril,  have  hitherto  been  honorably  sustained  through  every 
vicissitude  in  our  national  affairs.  These  blessings,  \yhich  evince  the  care 
and  beneficence  of  Providence,  call  for  our  devout  and  fervent  gratitude. 

We  have  not  less  reason  to  be  grateful  for  other  bounties  bestowed  by 
the  same  munificent  hand,  and  more  exclusively  our. own. 

The  present  year  closes  the  first  half  century  of  our  federal  institutions ; 
and  our  system — differing  from  all  others  in  the  acknowledged,  practical, 
and  unlimited  operation  which  it  has  for  so  long  aperiod  given  to  the  sove- 
reignty of  the  people — has  now  been  fully  tested  by  experience. 

The  constitution  devised  by  our  forefathers  as  the  frame- work  and  bond 
of  that  system,  then  untried,  has  become  a  settled  form  of  government ;  not 
only  preserving  and  protecting  the  great  principles  upon  which  it  was 
founded,  but  wonderfully  promoting  individual  happiness  and  private  inte- 
rests. Though  subject  to  change  and  entire  revocation,  whenever  deemed 
inadequate  to' all  these  purposes,  yet  such  is  the  wisdom  of  its  construction, 
and  so  stable  has  been  the  public  sentiment,  that  it  remains  unaltered,  ex- 
cept in  matters  of  detail,  comparatively  unimportant.  It  has  proved  amply 
sufficient  for  the  various  emergencies  incident  to  otir  condition  as  a  nation. 
A  formidable  foreign  war;  agitating  collisions  between  domestic  and,  in 
some  tespects,  rival  sovereignties  ;  temptations  to  interfere  in  the  intestine 
commotions  of  neighboring  countries ;  the  dangerous  influences  that  arise 
in  periods  of  excessive  prosperity;  and  the  anti-republican  tendencies  of 
associated  wealth— these,  with  other  trials  not  less  formidable,  have  all 
been  encountered,  and  thus  far  successfully  resisted. 

It  was  reserved  for  the  American  Union  to  test  the  advantages  of  a  Gov- 
ernment entirely  dependant  on  the  continual  exercise  of  tho  popular  will ; 
and  our  experience  has  shown  that  it  is  as  l)eneficent  in  practice  as  it  is 
just  in  theory.  Each  successive  change  made  in  our  local  institutions  has 
contributed  to  extend  the  right  of  suffrage,  has  increased  the  direct  influ- 
ence of  the  mass  of  the  community,  given  greater  freedom  to  individual 
exertion,  and  restricted,  more  and  more,  the  powers  of  Government  ;  yet 
the  intelligence,  prudence,  and  patriotism  of  the  people  have  kept  pace 
with  this  augmented  responsibility.  In  no  country  has  education  been  so 
widely  diffused.  Domestic  peace  has  nowhere  so  largely  reigned.  The 
close  bonds  of  social  intercourse  have  in  no  instance  prevailed  with  such 
harmony  over  a  space  so  vast.  All  forms  of  religion  have  united,  for  the 
first  time,  to  diflfuse  charity  and  piety,  because,  for  the  first  time  in  the  history 
of  nations,  all  have  been  totally  untrammelled,  and  absolutely  free.  The 
deepest  recesses  of  the  wilderness  have  been  penetrated ;  yet,  instead  of  the 
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rudeness  in  the  social  condition  consequent  upon  such  adventures  else- 
where, numerous  communities  have  sprung  up,  already  unrivalled  in  pros- 
perity^  general  intelligence,  internal  tranquillity,  and  the  wisdom  of  their 
political  institutions.  Internal  improvement,  the  fruit  of  individual  enter- 
prise, fostered  by  the  protection  of  the  States,  has  added  new  links  te  the 
confederation,  and  fresh  rewards  to  provident  industry.  Doubtful  questions 
of  domestic  policy  have  been  quietly  settled  by  mutual  forbearance  ;  and 
agriculture,  commerce,  and  manufactures,  minister  to  each  otlier.  Taxa- 
tion and  public  debt,  the  burdens  which  bear  so  heavily  upon  all  other 
countries,  have  pressed  with  comparative  lightness  upon  us.  Without  one 
entangling  alliance,  our  friendship  is  prized  by  every  nation  ;  and  the  rights 
of  our  citizens  are  every  where  respected,  because  they  are  known  to  be 
guarded  by  a  united,  sensitive,  and  watchful  people. 

To  this  practical  operation  of  our  institutions,  so  evident  and  successful, 
we  owe  that  increased  attachment  to  them  which  is  among  the  most  cheer- 
ing exhibitions  of  popular  sentiment,  oiid  will  prove  their  best  security, 
in  time  to  come,  against  foreign  or  domestic  assault. 

This  review  of  the  results  of  our  institutions,  for  half  a  century,  without 
exciting  a  spirit  of  vain  exultation,  should  serve  to  impress  upon  us  the 
great  principles  from  which  they  have  sprung ;  constant  and  direct  super- 
vision by  the  people  over  every  public  measure ;  strict  forbearance  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  from  exercising  any  doubtful  or  disputed  powers ; 
and  a  cautious  abstinence  from  all  interference  with  concerns  which 
properly  belong,  and  are  best  left  to  State  regulations  and  individual  enter- 
prise. 

Full  information  of  the  stat3  of  our  foreign  affairs  having  been  recently, 
on  dif&rent  occasions,  submitted  to  Congress,  I  d^em  it  necessary,  now 
to  bring  to  your  notice  only  such  events  as  have  subsequently  occurred, 
or  are  of  such  importance  as  to  require  particular  attention. 

The  most  amicable  dispositions  continue  to  be  exhibited  by  all  the 
nations  with  whom  the  Government  and  citizens  of  the  United  States  have 
an  habitual  intercourse.  At  the  date  of  my  last  annual  message,  Mexico 
was  the  only  nation  which  could  not  be  included  in  so  gratifying  a  refer- 
ence to  our  foreign  relations. 

I  am  hnppy  to  be  now  able  to  inform  ypu  that  an  advance  has  been  made 
towards  the  adjustment  of  our  difficulties  with  tJiat  Republic,  and  the  res- 
toration of  the  customary  ^ood  feeling  between  the  two  nations.  This  im- 
portant change  has  been  effected  by  conciliatory  negotiations,  that  have  re- 
sulted in  the  conclusion  of  a  treaty  between  the  two  Governments,  which, 
when  ratified,  will  refer  to  the  arbitrament  of  a  friendly  power  all  the  sub- 
jects of  controversy  between  us  growing  out  of  injuries  to  individuals. 
There  is,  at  present,  also,  reason  to  believe  that  an  equitable  settlement  of 
all  disputed  points  will  be  attained  without  further  difficulty  or  unnecessary 
delay,  and  thus  authorize  the  free  resumption  of  diplomatic  intercourse 
with  our  sister  Republic. 

With  respect  to  the  northoastern  boundary  of  the  United  States,  no 
official  correspondence  between  this  Governraentand  that  of  Great  Britain  has 
passed  since  that  communicated  to  Congress  towards  the  close  of  their  last 
session.  The  offer  to  negotiate  a  convention,  for  the  appointment  of  a  joint 
commission  of  survey  and  exploration,  I  am,  however,  assured  will  be 
met  by  Her  Majesty's  Government  in -a  conciliatory  and  friendly  spirit,  and 
instructions  to  enable  the  British  Minister  here  to  conclude  such  an  arrange- 
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ment  will  be  transmitted  to  him  without  needless  delay.  It  is  hoped  and 
expected  that  these  instructions  will  be  of  a  liberal  character,  and  that  this 
negotiation,  if  successful,  will  prove  to  be  an  important  step  towards  the 
satisfactory  and  final  adjustment  of  the  controversy. 

I  had  hoped  that  the  respect  for  the  laws  and  regard  for  the  peace  add 
honor  of  their  own  country,  which  has  ever  characterized  the  citizens  of 
the  United  Stales,  would  have  prevented  any  portion  of  them  from  using  any 
nieans  to  promote  insurrection  in  the  territoiy  of  a  power  with  which  we 
are  at  peace,  and  with  which  the  United  States  are  desirous  of  maintaining 
the  most  friendly  relations.  I  regret  deeply,  however,  to  be  obliged  to  in- 
lorm  you  that  this  has  n«t  been  the  case.  Information  has  been  given  to 
me,  derived  from  official  and  other  sources,  that  many  citizens  of  the 
United  States  have  associated  together  to. make  hostile  incui'sions  from  our 
territory  into  Canada,  and  to  aid  and  abet  insurrection  there,  in  violation 
of  the  obligations  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  in  open  disregard  of 
their  own  duties  as  citizens.  This  information  has  been  in  part  confirmed, 
by  a  hostile  invasion  actually  made  by  citizens  of  the  United  States,  in 
conjunction  with  Canadians  and  others,  and  accompanied  by  a  forcible 
seizure  of  the  property  of  eur  citizens,  and  an  application  thereof  to  the 
prosecution  of  miltary  operations  against  the  authorities  and  people  of 
Canada. 

The  results  of  these  criminal  assaults  upon  the  peace  and  order  of  a 
neighboring  country  have  been,  as  was  to  be  expected,  fatally  destructive 
to  the  misguided  or  deluded  persons  engaged  in  them,  and  highly  injurious 
to  those  in  whose  behalf  they  are  professed  to  have  been  undertaken. 
The  authorities  in  C.tnada,  from  intelligence  received  of  such  intended 
movements  among  our  citizens,  have  felt  themselves  obliged  to  lake  pre- 
cautionary measures  against  them ;  have  actually  embodied  the  militia, 
and  assumed  an  attitude  to  repel  the  invasion  to  which  they  believed  the 
Colonies  were  exposed  from  the  United  States.  A  state  of  feeling  on  both 
sides  of  the  frontier  has  thus  been  produced,  which  called  for  prompt  and 
vigorous  interference.  If  an  insurrection  existed  in  Canada,  the  amicable 
dispositions  of  the  United  States  towards  Great  Britain,  as  well  as  their  duty 
to  themselves,  would  lead  them  to  maintain  a  strict  neutrality,  and  to  re- 
strain their  citizens  from  all  violations  of  the  laws  which  have  been  passed 
for  its  enforcement.  But  this  Government  recognises  a  still  higher  obli- 
gation to  repress  all  attempts  on  the  part  of  its  citizens  to  disturb  the  peace 
of  a  country  where  order  prevails,  or  has  been  re-established.  Depreda- 
tions by  our  citizens  upon' nations  at  peace  with  the  United  States,  or  com- 
binations for  committing  them,  have  at  all  times  been  regarded  by  the 
American  Government  and  people  with  the  greatest  abhorrence.  Military 
incursions  by  our  citizens  into  countries  so  situated,  and  the  commission  of 
acts  of  violence  on' the  members  thereof,  in  order  to  effect  a  change  in  its 
government,  or  under  any  pretext  whatever;  have,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  pur  Govern  nient,  been  held  equally  criminal  on  the  part  of  those 
engaged  in  them,  and  as  much  deserving  of  punishment  as  would  be  the 
disturbance  of  the  public  peace  by  the  perpetration  of  similar  acts  within 
our  own  territory. 

By  no  country  or  persons  have  these  invaluable  principles  of  interna- 
tional law — principles,  the  strict  observance  of  which  is  so  indispensable 
to  the  preservation  of  social  order  in  the  world — been  more  earnestly 
cherished  or  sacredly  respected  than  by  those  great  and  good  men  who  first 
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declared,  and  finally  established,  the  independence  of  our  own  country. 
They  promulgated  and  maintained  them  at  an  early  nnd  critical  period  in 
our  history  ;  they  were  subsequently  embodied  in  legislative  enactments  of 
a  highly  penal  character,  the  faithful  enforcement  of  which  has  hitherto  been, 
and  will,  I  trust,  always  continue  to  be,  regarded  as  a  duty  inseparably  asso- 
ciated with  the  maintenance  of  our  national  honor.    That  the  people  of  the 
United  States  should  feel  an  interest  in  the  spread  of  political  institutions  as 
free  as  they  regard  their  own  to  be,  is  natural ;    nor  can  a  sincere  solici- 
tude for  the  success  of  all  those  who  are,  at  any  time,  in  good  faith  strug- 
gling for  4heir  acquisiton,  bs  imputed  to  our  citizens  as  a  crime.     With  the 
entire  freedom  of  opinion,  and  an  undisguised  expression  thereof,  on  their 
part,  the  Government  has  neither  the  right,  nor,  I  trust,  the  disposition  to 
iiuerfere.     But  whether  the  interest  or  the  honor  of  the  United  States 
require,  that  they  should  be  made  a  party  to  any  such  struggle,  and, 
by  inevitable  consequence,  to  the  war   which  is  waged  in  its  support, 
is  a  question   which,  by  our  constitution,  is  wisely  left  to  Congress 
alone  to  decide.     It  is,  by  the  laws,  already  made  criminal  in  our  citizens 
to  emhsLTTass  or  anticipate  that  decision,  by  unauthorized  military  opera- 
tions on  their  part    Offences  of  this  character,  in  addition  to  their  crim- 
inality as  violations  of  the  laws  of  our  country,  have  a  direct  tendency  to 
drawdown  upon  our  own  citizens  at  large  the  multiplied  evils  of  a  foreign 
war,  and  expose  to  injurious  imputations  the  good  faith  and  honor  of  the 
country.     As  such  they  deserve  to  be  put  down  with  promptitude  and  de- 
cision.   I  cannot  be  mistaken,  I  am  confident,  in  counting  on  the  cordial 
and  general  concurrence  of  our  fellow-citizens  in  this  sentiment.    A  copy 
oi  the  proclamation  which  I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  issue,  is  herewith 
communicated.    I  cannot  but  hope  that  the  good  sense  and  patriotism,  the 
regard  for  the  honor  and  reputation  of  their  countiy,  the  respect  for  the 
laws  which  they  have  themselves  enacted  for  their  own  government,  and 
the  love  of  order  for  which  the  mass  of  our  people  have  been  so  long  and 
so  justly  distinguished,  will  deter  the  comparatively  few  who  are  engaged 
in  them  from  a  further  prosecution  of  such  desperate  enterprises.    In  the 
mean  time,  the  existing  laws  have  been,  and  will  continue  to  be,  faithfully 
executed ;  and  every  effort  will  be  made  to  carry  them  out  in  their  full 
extent.     Whether  they  are  suflScient  or  not,  to  meet  the  actual  state  of 
things  on  the  Canadian  frontier,  it  is  for  Congress  to  decide. 

It  will  appear  from  the  correspondence  herewith  submitted,  that  the 
Government  of  Russia  declines  a  renewal  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  con- 
vention of  April,  1824,  between  the  United  States  and  His  Imperial  Majesty, 
by  the  third  article  of  which  it  is  agreed  that  "  hereafter  there  shall  not  be 
formed  by  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  or  under  the  authority  of  the 
said  States,  any  establishment  upon  the  northwest  coast  of  America,  nor  .in 
any  of  the  islands  adjacent,  to  the  north  of  54°  40'  of  north  latitude;  and 
that  in  ihe  same  manner  there  shall  be  none  formed  by  Russian  subjects, 
or  under  the  authority  of  Russia,  south  of  the  same  parallel ;"  and  by  the 
fourth  article,  '•  that,  during  a  term  of  ten  years,  counting  from  the  signa- 
ture of  the  present  convention,  the  ships  of  both  powers,  or  which  belong 
to  their  citizens  or  subjects  respectively,  may  reciprocally  frequent,  without 
any  hindrance  whatever,  the  interior  seas,  gulfs,  harbors,  and  creeks  upon 
the  coast  mentioned  in  the  preceding  article,  for  the  purpose  of  fishing  and 
trading  with  the  natives  of  the  country."  The  reasons  assigned  for  de- 
clining to  renew  the  provisions  of  this  article,  are,  briefly,  that  the  only  use 
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made  by  our  Qiti?ens  oi  the  privilege  itsecures  to  tbem.  has  been  to  supply 
tlifi  Indians  with  spirituous  liquors,  aipmunitioji,  and  fire-arms  ;  that  this 
traffic  has  been  excluded  from  the  Kussian  trade ;  and  as  the  supplies  fur- 
nished from  the  United  States  are  injurious  to  the  Russian  establishments 
on  the  northwest  coast,  and  calculated  to  produce  complaints  between  the 
two  Governments,  His  Imperial  Majesty  thinlcs  it  for  the  interest  of  both 
countries  not  to  accede  to  the  proposition  made  by  the  American  Gov- 
ernment for  the  renewar  of  the  article  last  referred  to. 

The  correspondence  herewith  communicated  will  show  the  grounds  upon 
which  we  contend  that  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  have,  independent 
of  the  provisions  of  the  convention  of  1824,  a  right  to  trade  with  the  natives 
upon  the  coast  in  -question,  at  unoccupied  places,  liable,  however,  it  is  ad- 
mitted, to  be  at  any  time  extin§;uished  by  the  creation  of  Russian  establish- 
ments at  such  points.  This  right  is  denied  by  the  Russian  Government, 
which  asserts  that,  by  the  operation  of  the  treaty  of  1824,  each  party  agreed 
to  waive  the  general  right  to  land  on  the  vacant  coasts  on  the  respective 
sides  of  the  degree  of  latitude  referred  to,  and  accepted,  in  lieu  thereof,  the 
mutual  privileges  mentioned  in  the  fourth  article.  The  capital  and  tonnage 
employed  by  our  citizens  in  their  trade  with  the  northwest  coast  of 
America,  will,  perhaps,  on  adverting  tp  the  official  statements  of  the  com- 
merce, and  navigation  of  the  United  States  for  the  last  few  years,  be  deemed 
too  inconsiderable  in  aiwunt  to  attract  inuch  attention ;  yet  the  subject 
may,  iii  other  respects,  deserve  the  careful  consideration  of  Congress. 

1  regret  to  state  that  the  blockade  of  the  principal  ports  on  the  eastern 
coast  of  Mexico,  which,  in  consequence  of  differences  between  that  Repub- 
lic and  France,  was  instituted  in  May  last,  unfortunately  still  continues, 
enforced  by  a  competent  French  naval  force,  and  is  necessarily  embar- 
rassing to  our  own  trade  in  the  gulf,  in  common  with  that  of  other 
nations.  Every  disposition,  however,  is  believed  to.ejcist  on  the  part  of  the 
French  Government,  to  render  thi^  .measure  as  little  onerous  as  practicable 
to  the  interests  of  the  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  to  those  ol  neutral 
commerce;  and  it, is  to  be  hoped  that  an  early  settleinent  of  the  difficulties 
between  France  and  Mexico,  will  soon  reestablish  the  harmonious  relations 
formerly  subsisting  between  them,  and  again  open  the  ports  of  that  Republic 
to  the  vessels  of  all  friendly  nations. 

A  convention  for  ma,rking  that  pa,rt  of  the  boundary  between  the  United 
States  and  the  Republic  of  Texas,  which  extends  from  the  mouth  of  the 
3abine  to  the  Red  river,  was  concluded  and  signed  at  this  city  on  the  25lh 
of  April  last.  It  has  since  been  ratified  by  both  Governments;  and  sea- 
sonable measures  will  be  taken  to  carry  it  into  effect  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States.  ' 

The  application  of  that  Republic  for  admission  into  this  Union,  made  in 
August,  ]  837,  and  which  was  declined  for  reasons  alre^ady  made  known  to 
you,  has  been  formally  withdrawn,  as  will  appear  from  the  accompanying 
copy  of  the  note  of  the  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  Texas,  which  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  occasion  of  the  exchange  of  the 
ratifications  of  the  convention  above  mentioned. 

Copies  of  the  convention  with  Texas,  of  a  compiercial  treaty  concluded 
with  the  King  of  Greece,  and  of  a  similar  treaty  with  the  Peru-Bolivian 
Confederation,  the  ratifications  of  which  have  been  recently  exchanged, 
accompany  this  message  for  the  information  of  Congress,  and  for  such  leg- 
islative enactments  as  may.be  found  necessary  or  expedient,  in  relation  to 
either  of  them. 
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To  watch  over  and  foster  the  interests  of  a  gradually  increasing;  and 
widely  extended  commerce ;   to  guard  the  riglils  of  American  citizens, 
whom  business,  or  pleasure,  or  other  motives  may  tempt  into  distant  climes, 
and  at  the  same  time  to  cultivate  those  sentiments  of  mutual  respect  and 
;Srood  will  which  experience  has  proved  so  beneficial  in  international  inter- 
course, the  Government  of  the  United  Slates  has  deemed  it  expedient,  from 
time  to  time,  to  establish  diplomatic  connections  with  different  foreign 
States,  by  the  appointment  of  representatives  to  reside  withiu  their  respec- 
tive territories.     I  am  gratified  to  be  enabled  to  announce  to  you  that,  since 
the  close  of  your  last  session,  these  relations  have  been  opened  under  the 
happiest  auspices  with  Austria  and  the  Two  Sicilies ;  that  new  nominations 
hare  been  made  in  the  respective  missions  of  Russia,  Brazil,  Belgium,  and 
Sweden  and  Norway,  in  this  country ;  and  that  a  Minister  Extraordinary 
has  been  received,  accredited  to  this  Government  from  the  Argentine  Con- 
federation. 

An  exposition  of  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  Government,  and  of  their  condi- 
tion for  the  past  year,  will  be  made  to  you  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
The  available  balance  in  the  Treasury,  on  the  1st  of  January  next,  is 
esriinated  at  $2,765,342.    The  receipts  of  the  year,  from  customs  and 
lands,  will.probably  amofunt  to  $20,616,598.     These  usual  sources  of  rev- 
enue have  been  increased  by  an  issue  of  Treasury  notes ;  of  which  less 
than  eight  millions  of  dollars,  including  interest  and  principal,  will  be 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  by  the  sale  of  one  of  the  boi>ds  of 
the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  for  $2,254,871.     The  aggregate  of  means 
from  these  and  other  sources,  with  the  balance  on  hand  on  the  1st  of  Jan- 
nary  last,  has  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  appropriations  by  Congress. 
The  whole  expenditure  for  the  year  on  their  account,  including  the 
redemption  of  more  than  eiofht  millions  of  Treasury  notes,  constitutes  an 
aggregate  of  about  forty  millions  of  dollars,  and  will  still  leave  in  the 
Treasury  the  balance  before  stated. 

Nearly  eight  millions  of  dollars  of  Treasury  notes  are  to  be  paid  during 
the  coming  year,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  Government.  For  both  these  purposes,  the  resources  of  the  Treasury 
will  undoubtedly  be  sufficient,  if  the  charges  upon  it  are  not  increased 
beyond  the  annual  estimates.  No  excess,  however,  is  likely  to  exist ;  nor 
can  the  postponed  instalment  of  the  surplus  revenue  be  deposited  with  the 
States,  nor  any  considerable  appropriations  beyond  the  estimates  be  made, 
without  causing  a  deficiency  in  the  Treasury.  The  great  caution,  advisa- 
ble at  all  times,"of  limiting  appropriations  to  the  wants  of  the  public  service, 
is  rendered  necessary  at  present  by  the  prospective  and  rapid  reduction  of 
the  tariflf;  while  the  vigilant  jealousy,  evidently  excited  among  the  people 
by  the  occurrences  of  the  last  few  years,  assures  us  that  they  expect 
from  their  representatives,  and  will  sustain  them  in  the  exercise  of,  the 
most  rigid  economy.  Much  can  be  effected  by  postponing  appropria- 
tions not  immediately  required  for  the  ordinary  public  service,  or  for  any 
pressing  emergency ;  and  much  by  reducing  the  expenditures  where  the 
entire  and  Immediate  accomplishment  of  the  objects  in  view  is  not  indispens- 
able. 

When  we  call  to  mind  the  recent  and  extreme  embarrassments  produced 
by  excessive  issues  of  bank  paper,  aggravated  by  the  unforeseen  withdrawal 
of  much  foreign  capital,  and  the  inevitable  derangement  arising  from  the 
distribution  of  the  surplus  revenue  among  the  States  as  required  by  Con- 
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gress  ;  and  consider  the  heavy  expenses  incurred  by  the  removal  cf  Indian 
tribes  ;  by  the  military  operations  in  Florida  ;  and  on  account  of  the  un- 
usually large  appropriations  made  at  the  hist  two  annual  sessions  of  Con- 
gress for  other  objects  ;  we  have  striking  evidence,  in  the  present  efficient 
state  of  our  finanaes,  of  the  abundant  resources  of  the  country  to  fulfil  all 
its  obligations.  Nor  is  it  less  gratifying  to  find  that  the  geneial  business 
of  the  community,  deeply  affected  as  it  has  been,  is  reviving  with  additional 
vigor,  chastened  by  the  lessons  of  the  past,  and  animated  by  the  hopes  of 
the  future.  By  the  curtailment  of  paper  issues ;  by  curbing  the  sanguine 
and  adventurous  spirit  of  speculation ;  and  by  the  honorable  application  of 
all  available  means  to  the  fulfilment  ef  obligations,  confidence  has  been 
restored  both  at  home  and  abroad,  and  ease  and  facility  secured  to  all  the 
operations  of  trade. 

The  agency  of  the  Government  in  producing  these  results  has  been  ns 
efficient  as  its  powers  and  means  permitted.  By  withholding,  from  the 
States  the  deposite  of  the  fourth  instalment,  and  leaving  several  millions  at 
long  credits  r/ith  the  banks,  principally  in  one  section  of  the  country,  and 
more  immediately  beneficial  to  it ;  and,  at  the  same  time,  aiding  the  banks 
and  commercial  communities  in  other  sections,  by  postponing  the  payment 
of  bonds  for  duties  to  the  amount  of  between  four  andiive*millions  of  dol- 
lars ;  by  an.  issue  of  Treasury  notes  as  a  means  to  enable  the  Government  to 
naeet  the  consequences  of  their  induls'encies,  but  affording,  at  the  same 
time,  facilities  for  remittance  and  exchanofe;  and  by  steadily  declining  to 
employ  as  general  depositories  of  the  public  revenues,  or  receive  the  notes 
of  all  banks  which  refused  to  redeem  them  with  specie:  by  these  meas- 
ures, aided  by  the  favorable  action  of  some  of  the  banks,  and  by  the  sup- 
port and  co-operation  of  a  large  portion  of  the  community^  we  have  wit- 
nessed an  early  resumption  of  specie  payments  in  our  great  commercial 
capital,  promptly  followed  in  almost  eVery  part  of  the  United  States.  This 
result  has  been  alike  salutary  to  the  true  interests  of  agriculture,  commerce, 
and  manufactures  ;  to  public  morals,  respect  for  the  laws,  and  that  confi- 
dence between  man  and  man  which  is  so  essential  in  all  our  social  rela- 
tions. 

The  contrast  between  the  suspension  of  1814  and  that  of  1837  is  most 
striking.  The  short /duration  of  the  latter;  the  prompt  restoration  of 
business ;  the  evident  benefits  resulting  from  an  adherence  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  the  constitutional  standard  of  value,  instead  of  sanctioning  the 
suspension  by  the  receipt  of  irredeemable  paper ;  and  the  advantages  de- 
rived from  the  large  amount  of  specie  introduced  into  the  country  previous 
to  1837,  afford  a  valuable  illustration  of  the  true  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment in  such  a  crisis.  Nor  can  the  comparison  fail  to  remove  the  impres- 
sion that  a  national  bank  is  necessary  in  such  emergencies.  Not  only 
were  specie  payments  resumed  without  its  aid,  but  exchanges  have  also 
been  more  rapidly  restored  than  when  it  existed;  thereby  showing  that 
private  capital,  enterprise,  and  prudence  are  fully  adequate  to  these  ends. 
On  all  these  points  experience  seems  to  have  confirmed  the  views  hereto- 
fore submitted  to  Congress.  We  have  been  saved  the  mortification  of  see- 
ing the  distresses  of  the  community  for  the  third  time  seized  on  to  fasten 
upon  the  country  so  dangerous  an  institution ;  and  we  may  also  hope  that 
the  business  of  individuals  will  hereafter  be  relieved  from  the  injurious 
effects  of  a  continued  agitation  of  that  disturbing  subject.  The  limited 
influence  of  a  national  bank  in  averting  derangement  in  the  exchanges  of 
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the  country,  or  in  cotnpelling  the  resumption  of  specie  payments,  is  now  not 
less  apparent  than  its  tendency  to  increase  inordinate  speculation  by  sud< 
den  expansions  and  contractions ;  its  disposition  to  create  panic  and  em- 
barrassment for  the  promotion  of  its  own  designs ;  its  interference  with 
politics ;  and  its  far  greater  power  for  evil  than  for  good,  either  in  regard  to 
the  local  institutions  or  the  operations  of  Government  itself.  What  was  ia 
these  respects  but  apprehension  or  opinion  when  a  national  bank  was  first 
established,  now  stands  confirmed  by  humiliating  experience.  The  scenes 
through  which  we  have  passed  conclusively  prove  how  little  our  coni- 
metce,  agriculture,  manufactures,  or  finances,  require  such  an  institution, 
and  what  dangers  are  attendant  on  its  power — a  power,  I  trust,  never  to  be 
conferred  by  the  American  people  upon  their  Government,  and  still  less 
upon  individuals  not  responsible  to  them  for  its  unavoidable  abuses. 

My  conviction  of  the  necessity  of  further  legislative  provisions  for  the 
safe  keeping  and  disbursement  of  the  public  moneys,  and  my  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  the  measures  best  adapted  to  the  accomplishmeivt  of  those  objects, 
have  b«en  already  submitted  to  you.  These  have  been  strengthened  by 
recent  events;  and,  in  the  full  conviction  that  time  and  experience  must  still 
further  demonstrate  their  propriety,  I  feel  it  my  duty,  with  respectful  defer- 
ence to  the  conflicting  views  of  others,  again  to  invite  your  attention  to 
them. 

With  the  exception  of  limited  sums  deposited  in  the  few  banks  still  em- 
ployed under  the  act  of  1836,  the  amounts  received  for  duties,  and,  with 
very  inconsiderable  exceptions,  those  accruing  from  lands  also,  have,  since 
the  general  suspension  ol  specie  payments  by  the  deposite  banks,  been  kept 
and  disbursed  by  the  Treasurer,  imder  his  general  legal  powers,  subject  to 
the  superintendence  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  The  propriety  of 
defining  more  specifically,  and  of  regulating  by  law,  the  exercise  of  this 
wide  scope  of  Executive  discretion,  has  been  already  submitted  to  Congress. 

A  change  in  the  otfice  of  collector  at  one  of  our  principal  ports,  has 
brought  to  light  a  defalcation  of  the  gravest  character,  the  particulars  of 
which  vnll  be  laid  before  you  in  a  special  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury.  By  his  report  and  the  accompanying  documents,  it  will  be  seen 
ihat  the  weekly  returns  of  the  defaulting  officer  apparently  exhibited, 
throughout,  a  faithful  administration  of  the  affairs  intrusted  to  his  man- 
agement. It,  however,  now  appears  that  he  commenced  abstracting  the 
public  moneys  shortly  after  his  appointment,  and  continued  to  do  so,  pro- 
gressively increasing  the  amount,  for  the  term  of  more  than  seven  years, 
embracing  a  portion  of  the  period  during  which  the  public  moneys  were 
deposited  in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  the  whole  of  that  of  the  State 
bank  deposite  system,  and  concluding  only  on  his  retirement  from  office, 
after  that  system  had  substantially  failed,  in  consequence  of  the  suspension 
of  specie  payments. 

The  way  in  which  this  defalcation  was  so  long  concealed,  and  the  steps 
taken  to  indemnify  the  United  States,  as  far  as  practicable,  against  loss, 
will  also  be  presented  to  yon.  The  case  is  one  which  imperatively  claims 
the  attention  of  Congress,  and  furnishes  the  strongest  motive  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  more  severe  and  secure  system  for  the  safe  keeping  and  dis- 
bursement of  the  public  moneys  than  any  that  has  heretofore  existed. 

It  seems  proper,  at  all  events,  that,  by  an  early  enactment,  similar  to  that 
of  other  countries,  the  application  of  public  money  by  an  officer  of  Govern- 
ment to  private  uses,  should  be  made  a  felony,  and  visited  with  severe  and 
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i^ominious  punishment.  This  is  already,  iq  effect,  the  law  in  respect  to 
the  mint,  and  has  been  productive  of  the  most  salutary  results..  Whatever 
system  is  adopted,  such  an  enactment  would  be  wise  as, an  independent 
measure,  since  much  of  the  pubhc  naoneys  must,  in  their  collection  and 
ultimate  disbursement,  pass  twice  through  the  hands  of  public  ofiicers,;la 
whatever  manner  they  are  intermediately  kept.  The  CSovernment,  it  must 
be  admitted,  has' been  from  its  commenceraeat  con^paratively  fortunate  in 
this  "respect.  But  the  appointing  power,  cannot  always  be  well  advised  in 
its  selections,  and  the  experience  of  every  country  has  shown  that  jpublic 
officers  are  not  iat  all  times  proof  against  temptation.  It  is  adiity,  therefore, 
which  the  Goveninient  owes,  as  well  to  the  interests  committed  to  its  care  as 
to  the  officers  themselves,  to  provide  every  guard  against  transgressions  of 
this  character,  that  is  consistent  with  reason  and  humanity, .  Congress  can- 
not be' too  jealous  of  the  conduct  of  those  who  are  intrusted  with  the  publi<? 
money,  and  I  shall  at  all  times  be  disposed  to  encourage  a  watchful  discharge 
of  this  duty.  If  a  more  direct  co-operation  on  the  part  of  Congress,  in  tqe 
supervision  of  the  conduct  of  the  officer;s  intrusted  with  the  custody  and 
application  of  the  public  money  is  deemed  desirable,  it  will  .giire;  me  pleas- 
ure to  assist  in  the  estJEiblishment  of  any  judicious  and  constitutional  pl^ 
by  which  that  object  may  be  accomplished.  Yoii  will,  in  your  wisdom^ 
determine  upon  the  propriety  of  adopting  such  a.  plan,  and  upon  the 
measure  necessary  to  its  effectual  execution.  When  the  Jate  Bank  of . 
the  United  States  was  incorporated,  and  made  the.  depository  of  the 
piibliQ  moneys,  a  ri^ht  was  reserved  to  Congress  to  inspect,  at  its  pleasure, 
by  a  committee  of  that  body,  the  books  aiid  the  proceedings  of  the  bank- 
lU  one  of  the  States  whose  banking  insiitutions  are  supppsed  to  raiik 
amongst  the  first  in  point  of  stability,  they  are  subjected  to  constant  exam- 
ination by  commissioners  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  much!  of  the 
success  of  its  bainking  system  is  attributed  to  this  watchful  supervision. 
The  same  course  has  also,  in  view  of  its  beneficial  operation,  been  adopted, 
by  art  adjoining  State,  favorably  known  for  the  care  it  has  always  t>estowed 
upon  whatever,  relates  to  its  financial  concerns.  1  submit  to  your  consid- 
eration whether  a  committee  of  Congress  might,  not  be  profitably  employed  . 
in  inspecting,  at  such  intervals  as  might  be  deemed  proper,  the.  affairs  and 
accouttte  of  officers  intrusted  with  thie  custody  of  tlie  public  moneys.  The 
frequent  performance  of  this' diity  might  be  made  obligatory]  on  the. com- 
mittee in  respect  to  those  oncers  who  have  large  surhs  in  their  possession,  . 
and  left  discretionary  in  respect  to  others. ,  They  might  report  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive such  defalcations  as  were  found  to  exist,  with  a  view  to  a  prompt  , 
removal  from  office  unless  the  default  was  satisfactorily  accounted  for ;  and 
report,  also,  to  Cpn^resi?,  at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  the  result  of 
theii:  examinations  and  proceedings.  It  does  appear  to  ine.  that,  with  a 
subjection  of  this  class  of  public  officers  to  thp  general  supervision  of  the 
Executive,  to  examinations  by  a  committee  of  Congress  at  periods  of  wl^ich 
they  should  have  ho  previous  notice,  an(^  to  prosecution  and  punishffient 
as  for  felopy  for  every  breach  of  trust,  the  safe  keeping  of  the  public  moneys, 
under  the  system  proposed,  might  be  placed  on  a  jsurer  foundation  than  it 
has  ever  occupied  since  the  establishment  of  the,  Government 

The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  will  lay  befojje  ypu  additional  informa- 
tion contaiining  hew  details  on  this  interpstihg  si,ibjeQt.  To.  thes^  I  ask 
your  early  attention.  That  it  should  have  giveij  rise  to  great  diversity  of 
opinion  cannot  be  a  subject  of  surprise.    Alter  the  collection  and  custody 
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of  the  public  moneys  had  been  for  so  niatty  years  connected  with,  and  made 
subsidiary  to,  the  advancement  of  private  interests,  a  return  to  the  simple  and 
self-denying  ordinances  of  the  constitution  could  not  but  be  difficult.  But 
timeand  free  discu^ion  eliciting  the  sentiments  of  the  people,  and  aided 
bytbirt  cdliciliatbry  spirit  which 'has  ever  chanicteri^  their  course  on 
great  emergencies,  were  relifed  upon  for  a  satisfactory  settlement  of  the 
quesiSon.  Al^ady  has  thi$  anticipation  on  one  important  point  at  least — the 
imprdptiety  of  diverting  public  money'to  private  ptirposes — been  folly  re- 
atized.  Tn^«  is  ho  reason  to  Suppose  that  legislation  upoh  that  branch  of 
the  Sttljcfet  woufid  noW  be  embarrassed  by  a  difference  of  Oj^inion,  or  fail 
to  receive  the  cordial  support  of  a  large  majority  of  our  constituents.  The 
connection  which  formerly  existed  between  the  Government  and  banks 
was  in  reality  injurious  to  both,  as  well  as  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
community  at  large.  It  aggravated  the  disasters  oftrade  and  the*  derange- 
VQS^'  of  commercial  *  intercourse,  arid  administered  new  excitement  and 
additional  m^ns  to  wild  and  reckless  speculations;  the  disappointments  of 
which  threw  (he  country  intd  convulsiotis  of  panic,  and  all  but  produced 
violience  and  bloodshed.  The  Imprudent  expansion  of  banlc  credits,  which 
was  ffie  natural  result  of  the  conamarid  of  the'  revenues  of  the  State,  fur- 
nished the  resourceis  for  uribounded  license  in  every  ispedes  of  adventure, 
seduicd  industry  from  its  regular' and  salutary  occupations  by  the  hope  of 
abundance  without  labor,  and  deranged  the  social  state  by  tempting  all 
trades  and  professions  into  the' vortex  of  speculation  oh  remote  contingencies. 

The'  satne  wide-spreading  influence  impeded  also  the  resources  of  the 
Government,  curtailed  its  useful  operations,  embarrassed  the  fulfilfnent  of 
its  obligations,  and '  seriously  interfered'  with  the  execution  'of  the  laws. 
Lar||\^  appropriations  and  oppressive  taxes  are  the  natural  consequences  of 
such  a  connection,  sin6e  they  increase  th^  profits  of  those  who  are  allowed 
totise  the  public  funds,  and  msJce  it  their  mt^rest  th^t  money  should  be 
accnmnlated  and  expenditure^  multiplied,  it  is  thus  that  a  concentrated 
money  power  is  tempted  to  be(iome  an  active  agent  in  political  affairs,  and 
all  pMt  experience  has  shown  bn  which  side  that  influence  will  be  arfajred. 
We  deceive  ourselves  if  we  suppose  that  it  will  ever  be  found  asserting 
aid  suj^rting  the  rights  Of  the  community  at  large,  in  oppositibh  to  the 
claittsof  the'feW.' 

In  a  Govefrirment  whose  distinguishing  characteristic  should  be  a  difflt- 
sion  and  eqtializatioh  of  its  benefits  and  buhlens;  thd  advantage  of  indi- 
viduals will  be  ai,igmented  at  the  expense  of  the  tnass  of  the  people.  Nor  is 
it  the!  nature  of  combinations  for  the  acquisition  of  le^slative  mfliience  to 
confine  their  interferbnce  to  the  single  object  for  which  they  w6re  originally 
fonned.  Thd  temptation  to  extend'  it  to  other  matters,  is,  on  the  con- 
trary, not  unfreqttently  too  strong  to  be  resisted.  The  influence,  in  the 
direction  of  public  affairs,  of  the  community  at  large,  is,  therefore,  in 
no  slight  danger  of  being  sensibly  and  injtiriotisly  affdcted  by  giving  to 
a  companltiveJy  small,  but  very  eflifcient  class;  a  direct  and  exclusive  per* 
sonal  interest  in  so  important  a  portion  of  the  legislation  of  Congress  as 
that  which  relates  to  the  custody  of  the  public  moneys.  If  laws  acting 
upoa  private  interests  caimot  always  be  avoided,  they  should  be  confined 
within  the" 'narrowest  limits;  and  lefl,  wherever  pcesibl^,  to  the  Legislatures 
of  the  Stated;  When  not  thus  restricted,  they  lead  to  combinations  of 
powerful  associations;  foster  &n  influence  necessarily  iselfish,  knd  turn  the 
feir  course  of  legislation  to  sinister  endsj  rather  than  to  objects  that  ad- 
vance public  liberty,  and  promote  the  general  good. 
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The  whole  subject  now  rests  with  you,  and  I  cannot  but  express  a  hope 
that  some  definite  measure  will  be  adopted  at  the  present  session. 

It  will  not,  I  am  sure,  be  deemed  out  of  place  for  me  here  to  remark,  that 
the  declaration  of  my  views  in  opposition  to  the  policy  of  employing  banks 
as  depositories  of  the  Government  funds,  cannot  justly  be  construed  as  in- 
dicative of  hostility,  official  or  personal,  to  those  institutions ;  oi;  to  repeat, 
in  this  form,  and  in  connection  with  this  subject,  opinions  which  I  have 
uniformly  entertained,  and  on  all  proper  occasions  expressed.    Though 
always  opposed  to  their  creation  in  the  form  of  exclusive  privileges,  and,  as 
a  Stale  magistrate,  aiming  by  appropriate  legislation  to  secure  the  commu- 
nity against  the  consequences  of  their  occasional  mismanagement,  X  have 
yet  ever  wished  to  see  them  protected  in  the  exercise  of  rights  conferred  by 
law,  and  have  never  doubted  their  utility,  when  properly  managed,  in  pro- 
moting the  interests  of  trade,  and,  through  that  channel,  the  other  interests 
of  the  community.     To  the  General  Government  they  present  themselves 
merely  as  State  institutions,  having  no  necessary  connection  .with  its  legis- 
lation or  its  administration.    Like  other  State  establishments,  they  may  be 
used  or  not  in  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Government,  as  public  policy, and 
thegeneralinterestsoftheUnionmay  seem  to  require.    Theonlysafe  or  proper 
principle  upon  which  their  intercourse  with  the  Government  can  be  regu- 
lated, is  that  which  regulates  their  intercourse  with  the  private  citizen — 
the  conferring  of  mutual  benefits.    When  the  Government  can  accomplish 
a  financial  operation  better  with  the  aid  of  the  banks  than  without,  it 
should  be  at  liberty  to  seek  that  aid  as  it  would  the  services  of  a  private 
banker,  or  other  capitalists  or  agents,  giving  the  preference  to  those  who 
will  serve  it  on  the  best  terms.    Nor  can  there  ever  exist  an  interest  in  the 
officers  of  the  General  Government,  as  such,  inducing  them  to  embarrass  or 
annoy  the  State  banks  any  more  than  to  incur  the  hostility  of  any  other 
class  of  Slate  institutions,  or  of  private  citizens.     It  is  not  in  the  nature  of 
things  that  hostility  to  those  institutions  can  spring  from  this  source,  or  any 
opposition  to  their  course  of  business,  except  when  they  themselves  depart 
from  the  objects  of  their  creation,  and  attempt  to  usurp  powers  not  conferred 
upon  them,  or  to  subvert  the  standard  of  value  established  by  the  constitu- 
tion.    While  opposition  to  their  regular  operations  cannot  exist  ia  this 
quarter,  resistance  t©  any  attempt  to  make  the  Government  dependant  vipon 
them  for  the  successful  administration  of  public  affidrs,  is  a  matter  of  duty, 
as  I  trust  it  ever  will  be  of  inclination,  np  matter  from  what  motive  or  con- 
sideration the  attempt  may  originate. 

It  is  no  more  than  just  to  the  banks  to  say,  that,  in  the  late  emergency, 
most  of  them  firmly  resisted  the  strongest  temptations  to  extend  their  paper 
issues,  when  apparently  sustained  in  a  suspension  of  specie  payments  by 
public  opinion,  even  though  in  some  cases  invited  by  legislative  enact- 
ments. To  this  honorable  course,  aided  by  the  resistance  of  the  Gen- 
eral Government,  acting  in  obedience  to  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  the  United  States,  to  the  introduction  of  an  irredeemable  paper  medium, 
may  be  attributed,  in  a  great  degree,  the  speedy  restoration  of  our  currency 
to  a  sound  stale,  and  the  business  of  the  country  to  its  wonted  prosperity. 
The  banks  have  but  to  continue  in  the  same  safe  course,  and  be  content 
in  their  appropriate  sphere,  to  avoid  all  interference  from  the  General  Gov- 
ernment, and  to  derive  from  it  all  the  protection  and  benefits  which  it 
bestows  on  other  State  establishments^  on  the  people  of  the  States,  and  on 
the  States  themselves.     In  this,  their  true  position,  they  cannot  but  secure 
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the  confidence  and  good  will  of  the  people  and  the  GoverAment,  which 
they  can  only  lose  when,  leaping  from  thoir  legitimate  sphere,  they  attempt 
to  control  the  legislation  of  the  country,  and  pervert  the  operations  of  the 
Government  to  their  own  purposes. 

Our  experience  under  the  act  i)assed  at  the  last  session,  to  grant  pre- 
emption rights  to  settlers  on  the  public  lands,  has  as  yet  been  too  limited  to 
enable  us  to  pronounce  with  safety  upon  the  efficacy  of  its  provisions  to 
carry  out  the  wise  and  liberal  policy  of  the  Government  in  that  respect. 
There  is,  however,  the  best  reason  to  anticipate  favorable  results  from  its 
operation,     l^he  recommendations  formerly  submitted  to  you,  in  respect  to 
a  graduation  of  the  price  of  the  public  lands,  remain  to  be  finally  acted 
upon.    Having  found  no  rieason  to  change  the  views  then  expressed,  your 
attention  to  them  is  again  respectfully  requested. 

Every  proper  exertion  has  been  made,  and  will  be  continued,  to  carry 
out  the  wishes  of  Congress  in  relation  to  the  tobacco  trade,  as  indicated  in 
the  several  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  the  legislation 
o[  the  two  branches.    A  favorable  impre^ion  has,  I  trust,  been  made  in  the 
different  [oreigii  countries  to  which  particular  attention  has  been  directed, 
and  aJthongh  we  cannot  hope  for  an  early  change  in  their  policy,  as  in 
many  of  them  a  convenient  and  large  revenue  is  derived  from  monopolies 
in  the  fabrication  and  sale  oi  this  article,  yet,  as  these  monopolies  are  really 
injurious  to  the  people  where  they  are  established,  and  the  revenue  derived 
from  them  noay  be  less  injuriously  and  with  equal  facility  obtained  from 
another  and  a  liberal  system  of  administration,  we  cannot  doubt  that  our 
efforts  will  be  eventually  crowned  with  s-uccess,  if  persisted  in  with  temper- 
ate firmness,  and  sustained  by  prudent  legislation. 

In  recommending  to  Congress  the  adoption  of  the  necessary  provisions 
at  this  session  for  taking  the  next  census,  or  enumeration  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  United  States,  the  suggestion  presents  itself  whether  the  scope  of  the 
measure  might  not  be  usefully  extended  by  causing  it  to  embrace  authentic 
statistical  returns  of  the  great  interests  specially  intrusted  to,  or  necessarily 
affected  by,  the  legislation  of  Congress. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  presents  a  satisfac- 
tory account  of  the  state  of  the  army  and  of  the  several  branches  of  the 
public  service  confided  to  the  superintendence  of  that  officer. 

The  law  increasing  and  organizing  the  military  establishment  of  the 
United  States  has  been  nearly  carried  into  effect,  and  the  army  has  been 
extensively  and  usefully  employed  during  the  past  season, 

I  would  again  call  to  your  notice  the  subjects  connected  with  and  essen- 
tial to  the  military  defences  of  the  country,  which  were  submitted  to  you 
at  the  last  session  ;  but  which  were  not  acted  upon,  as  is  supposed,  for  want 
of  time.  The  most  important  of  them  is  the  organization  of  the  militia  on 
the  maritime  and  inland  frontiers.  This  measure  is  deemed  important^  as 
it  is  belieyed  that  it  will  furnish  an  effective  volunteer  force  in  aid  of  the 
regular  army,  and  may  form  the  basis  for  a  general  system  of  organization 
for  the  entire  militia  of  the  United  States.  The  erection  of  a  national  foun- 
dry and  gunpowdei"  manufactory,  and  one  for  making  small  arms,  the  latter 
to  be-situated  at  some  point  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains,  all  appear  to 
be  of  sufficient  importance  to  be  again  urged  upon  your  attention. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  for  the  distribution  of  the 
forces  of  the  United  States  in  time  of  peace,  is  well  calculated  to  promote 
regularity  and  economy  in  the  fiscal  administration  of  the  service,  to  pre- 
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serve  the  discipline  of  the  troops,  and  to  render  them  available  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  peace  and  tranquillity  of  the  country.  With  this  view,  like- 
wise, I  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  plan  presented  by  that  officer  for  the 
defence  of  the  western  frontier.  The  preservation  of  the  lives  and  property 
of  our  fellow-citizens  who  are  settled  upon  that  border  country,  as  well  as 
the  existence  of  the  Indian  population,  which  might  be  tempted  by  our  want 
^of  preparation  to  rush  on  their  own  destruction  and  attack  the  white  settle- 
ments, all  seem  to  require  that  this  subject  should  be  acted  upon  without 
delay,  and  the  War  Department  authorized  to  place  that  country  in  a  state 
of  complete  defence  against  any  assault  from  the  numerous  and  warlifce 
tribes  which  are  congr^aied  on  that  border. 

It  affords  me  sincere  pleasure  to  be  able  t6  apprize  you  of  the  entire  re- 
moval of  the  Cherokee  nation  of  Indians  to  their  new  homes  west  of  the 
Mississippi.  The  measures  authorize(3  by  Cong-ress  at  its  last  session  with 
a  view  to  the  long-standing  controversy  with  them,  have  had  the  happiest 
effects.  By  an  agreement  concluded  with  them  by  the  commanding  gen- 
eral in  that  country,  who  has  performed  the  duties  assigned  to,  him  oh  the 
occasion  with  commendable  energy  and  humanity,  thQir  removal  has  been 
principally  under  the  conduct  ot  their  own  chiefs,  and  they  have  emigrated 
without  any  apparent  reluctance. 

The  successful  accomplishment  of  this  important  object ;  the  removal, 
also,  of  the  entire  Oreek  nation,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  number  of 
fugitives  amongst  the  Seminoles  in  Florida ;  the  progress  already  made 
towards  a  speedy  completion  of  the  removal  of  the  Ohickasaws,  the  Choc- 
taws,  the  Pottawatamies,  the  Otawas,  and  the  Chippewas,  with  the  exten- 
sive purchases  of  Indian  lands  during  the  present  year,  have  rendered  the 
speedy  and  successful  result  of  the  long-established  policy  of  the  Govern- 
ment upon  the  subject  of  Indian  affairs  entirely  certain.  The  occasion  is, 
therefore,  deen^ed  a  proper  one  to  place  this  policy  in  such  a  point  of  view 
as  will  exonerate  the  Government  of  the  United  States  from  the  undeserved 
reproach  which  has  been  cast  upon  it  through  several  successive  admuiis- 
trations.  That  a  mixed  occupancy  of  the  same  territory,  by  the  white  and 
red  mau,  is  incompatible  with  the  safety  or  happiness  of  either,  is  a  position 
in  respect  to  which  there  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  room  for  a  difference 
of  opinion.  Reason  and  es^perience  have  ahke  demonstrated  its  impraeti- 
cability.  The  bitter  fruits  of  every  attempt  heretofore  to  overcome  the  bar- 
riers interposed  by  nfeture,  have  only  been  destruction,  both  physical  and 
moral,  to  the  Indian  ;  dangeious  cotiSicts  of  authority  between  the  Pederail 
and  State  GovernmentiS ;  and  detriment  to  the  individual  prosperity  of  the 
citizen,  as  well  as  to  the  general  improvement  of  the  country.  The  reme^ 
dial  policy,  the  principles  of  which 'were  settled  more  than  thirty  years  agcl), 
under  the  administration  of  Mr.  Jefferson,  consists  in  an  extinction,  for  a 
fair  consideration,  of  the  title  to  all  the  lands  still  occupied  by  the  Indians 
within  the  States  and  Territories  of  the  United  States  ;  their  removal  to  a 
country  west  of  the  Mississippi,  much  more  extensive,  and  better  adapted 
to  thfehr  condition  than  that  on  which' they  thfen  resided;  the  guaranty  to 
them,  by  the  United  States,  of  their  exclusive  possession  of  tnat  country- 
forever,  exempt  from  all  intrusions  by  white  men,  with  atnple  provisions 
for  their  security  against  external  violence  and  internal  dissensions,  and  the 
extension  to  them  of  suitable  facilities  for  their  advancement  in  civilization. 
This  has  not  been  the  policy  of  particular  administrations  only,  but  of  each 
in  succession  since  the  first  attempt  to  carry  it  out  under  that  of  Mr.  Mori- 
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roe.  All  have  labored  for  its  accomplishment,  only  with  different  degrees 
of  success.  The  raanner  of  its  execution  has,  it  is  true,  from  time  to  time, 
given  rise  to  conflicts  of  opinion  and  unjust  imputations ;  but  in  respect  to 
the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  the  policy  itself,  there  has  not,  from  the  be* 
jjinning.  existed  a  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  calm,  judicious,  disinterested 
ifriend  of  the  Indian  race,  accustomed  to  reflection  and  enlightened  by  ex- 
perience^ 

Occupying  the  double  character  of  contractor  on  its  own  account,  and 
guardian  for  the  parties  contracted  with,  it  was  hardly  to  be  expected  that 
the  dealings  of  the  Federal  Government  witli  the  Indian  tribes  would  escape 
misrepresentation.    That  there  occurred  in  the  early  settlement  of  this 
country,  a^  in  all  others  where  the  civilized  race  has  succeeded  to  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  savage,  instances  of  oppression  and  fraud  on  the  part  of 
the  former,  there  is  too  much  reason  to  believe.    No  such  offences  can,  how- 
ever, be  justly  charged  upon  this  Government  since  it  became  free  to  pur- 
sue its  own  course.   Its  dealings  with  the  Indian  tribes  have  been  just  and 
friendly  throu^^hout ;  its  efforts  for  their  civilization  constant,  and  directed 
by  the  best  feelings  of  humanity  ;  its  watchfulness  in  protecting  them  from 
individual  frauds  unremitting ;  its  forbearance  under  the  keenest  provoca- 
tions, the  deepest  injuries,  and  the  most  flagrant  outrages,  may  challenge 
at  least  a  comparison  with  any  nation,  ancient  or  modern,  in  similar  circum- 
stances j  and  if  in  future  times  a  powerful,  civilized,  and  happy  nation  of 
Indians  shall  be  found  to  ei^ist  within  the  limits  of  this  northern  continent, 
it  will  be  owing  to  the  consummation  of  that  policy  which  has  been  so 
unjustly  assail^.    Only  a  very  brief  reference  to  facts  in  confirn^ation  of 
this  assertion  can  in  this  form  be  given,  and  you  are,  therefore,  necessarily 
referred  to  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  for  further  details.    To  the 
Cherokees,  whose  case  has  perhaps  excited  the  greatest  share  of  attention 
and  sympathy,  the  United  States  have  granted  in  fee,  with  a  perpetual 
guaranty  of  exclusive  and  peaceable  possession,  13,554,135  acres  of^  land, 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi,  eligibly  situated,  in  a  healthy  climate, 
and  in  all  respects  better  suited  to  their  condition  than  the  country  they 
have  left,  in  exchange  for  only  9,492,160  acres  on  the  east  side  of  the  same 
river.     The  United  States  have  in  addition  stipulated  to  pay  them  five 
million  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  their  interest  in,  and  improvements 
on,  the  lands  ttxns  relinquished,  and  one  n^Uion  one  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand!  dollars  for  subsistence  and  other  beneficial  purposes ;  thereby 
putting  it  in  their  power  to  become  one  of  the  most  wealthy  a^id  indepen- 
dent separate  communities,  of  the  same  extent,  in  the  world. 

By  the  treaties  made  and  ratified  with  the  Miamies,  the  Chippewas,  the 
Sioux,  the  Sacs  and  Foxes,  acid  the  Winnebagoes,  during  the  Is^t  year,  the 
Indian  title  to  eightee^i  million  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  acres 
has  been  extinguished.  These  purchases  have  been  n^uch  more  extensive 
than  those  of  any  previous  year,  and  have,  with  other  Indian  expenses, 
borne  very  heavily  upon  the  Treasury.  They  leave,  however,  but  a 
small  quantity  of  unbpught  Indian  land^  \vithin  the  States  and  Territo- 
ries ;  and  the,  Legislature  and  Executive  were  equally  sensible  of  the  pro- 
priety of  a  final  and  more  speedy  extinction  of  Indian  titles  within,  those 
limits.  The  treaties  which  were,  with  a  sihgle  exception,  made  in  pursu- 
aope  of  previous  approprijitions  for  ^  defraying  the  expenses,  have  subse- 
quendy  Ib^en  ratified  by  the  Senate,  and  received  the  sanction  of  Congress 
by  the  appropriations  nepessary  to  carry  them  into  effect,   ,0f  the  iejf^wjs 
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upon  which  these  important  negotiations  were  condnded,  I  can  speak  from 
direct  knowledge  ;  and  I  feel  no  difficulty  in  affirming  that  the  interest  of  i 

the  Indians  in  the  extensive  territory  embraced  by  them,  is  to  be  paid  for  at  i 

its  fair  value,  and  that  no  more  favorable  terms  have  been  granted  to  the 
United  States  than  would  have  been  reasonably  expected  in  a  negotiation 
with  civilized  men,  fully  capable  of  appreciating  and  protecting  their  own  i 

rights.    For  the  Indian  title  to  116,349,897  acres  acquired  since  the  4th  of  ! 

March,  1829,  the  United  States  have  paid  1872,560,056,  in  permanent  annui- 
ties, lands,  reservations  for  Indians,  expenses  of  removal  and  subsistence, 
merchandise,  mechanicaji  and  agricultural  establishments,  and  implements. 
When  the  heavy  expenses  incurred  by  the  United  States,  and  the  circum- 
stance that  so  large  a  portion  of  the  entire  territory  will  be  forever  unsale- 
able, are  considered,  and  this  price  is  compared  with  that  for  which  the 
United  States  sell  their  own  lands,  no  one  can  doubt  that  justice  has  been 
done  to  the  Indians  in  these  purchases  also.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  trans- 
actions of  the  Federal  Government  with  the  Indians  have  been  uniformly 
characterized  by  a  sincere  and  paramount  desire  to  promote  their  welfare  ; 
and  it  must  be  a  source  of  the  highest  gratification  to  every  friend  to  justice 
and  humanity  to  learn  that,  notwithstanding  the  obstructions  from  time  ta 
time  thrown  in  its  way,  and  the  difficulties  which  have  arisen  from  the 
peculiar  and  impracticable  nature  of  the  Indian  character,  the  wise,  humane, 
and  undeviating  policy  of  the  Government  in  this,  the  most  difficult  of  all 
our  relations,  foreign  or  domestic,  has  at  length  been  justified  to  the  world 
in  its  near  approacn  to  a  happy  and  certain  consummation. 

The  condition  of  the  tribes  which  occupy  the  country  set  apart  for  them 
in  the  west,  is  highly  prosperous,  and  encourages  the  hope  of  their  early 
civilization.  They  have,  for  the  most  part,  abandoned  the  hunter  state, 
and  turned  their  attention  to  agricultural  pursuits.  All  those  who  have 
been  established  for  any  length  of  time  in  that  fertile  region,  maintain 
themselves  by  their  own  industry.  There  are  among  them  traders  of  no 
inconsiderable  capital,  and  planters  exporting  cotton  to  some  extent ;  but 
the  greater  number  are  small  agriculturists,  living  in  comfort  upon  the 
produce  of  their  farms.  The  recent  emigrants,  although  they  have  in 
some  instances  removed  reluctantly,  have  readily  acquiesced  in  their  un- 
avoidable destiny.  They  have  found  at  once  a  recompense  for  past  suffer-- 
ings  and  an  incentive  to  industrious  habits  in  the  abundance  and  comforts 
abound  them.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  all  these  tribes  are  friendly 
in  their  feehngs  towards  the  United  States ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
acquisition  of  individual  wealth,  the  pursuits  of  agriculture,  and  habits  of 
industry,  will  gradually  subdue  their  warlike  propensities,  and  incline  them 
to  maintain  peace  among  themselves.  To  effect  this  desirable  object,  the 
attention  of  Congress  is  solicited  to  the  measures  .recommended  by  the 
Secretary  ot  War  for  their  future  government  and  protection,  as  well  from 
each  other  as  from  the  hostility  of  the  warlike  tribes  around  them,  and  the 
intrusions  of  the  whites.  The  policy  of  the  Government  has  given  them 
a  permanent  home,  and  guarantied  to  them  its  p^acefiil  and  undisturbed 
possession.  It  only  remains  to  give  them  a  government  and  laws  which 
will  encourage  industry,  and  secure  to  them  the  rewards  of  their  exertions. 
The  importance  of  some  fovm  of  government  cannot  be  too  niuch  insisted 
iipon.  The  earliest  effects  will  be  to  diminish  the  causes  and  occasions 
for  hostilities  among  the  tribes,  to  inspire  an  interest  in  the  observance  of 
laws  to  which  they  will  have  themselves  assented,  and  to  multiply  the  securi- 
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ties  of  property,  and  the  motives  for  self-improvement.  Intimately  con- 
nected with  this  subject,  is  the  establishment  of  tho  military  defences  re- 
commended by  the  Secretary  of  War,  which  have  been  already  referred  to. 
Without  them,  the  Government  will  be  powerless  to  redeem  its  pledges  of 
protection  to  the  emigratinjr  Indians  against  the  numerous  warlike  tribes 
that  surround  them,  and  to  provide  for  the  safety  of  the  frontier  settlers  of 
the  hordering  States. 

The  case  of  the  Seminoles  constitutes  at  present  the  only  exception  to 
the  successful  efl^Tts  of  the  Government  to  remove  the  Indians  to  the 
homes  assigned  them  west  of  the  Mississippi.  Four  hundred  of  this  tribe 
emigrated  in  1S36,  and  fifteen  hundred  in  1837  and  1838,  leaving  in  the 
country,  it  is  supposed,  about  2,000  Indians.  The  continued  treacherous 
conduct  of  these  people ;  the  savage  and  improvoked  murders  they  have 
lately  committed,  butchering  whole  families  of  the  seniors  of  the  Territory, 
without  distinction  of  age  or  sex,  and  makins:  their  way  into  the  very  centre 
and  heart  of  tlie  country,  so  that  no  part  of  it  is  free  from  their  ravages  ; 
ibe'ir  frequent  attacks  on  the  light-houses  along  that  dangerous  coast ;  and 
the  barbarity  with  which  they  have  murdered  tho  passengers  and  crews  of 
snch  vessels  as  have  been  wrecked  upon  the  reefs  and  keys  which  border 
the  gulf,  leave  the  Government  no  alteniative  but  to  continue  the  military 
operations  against  them  until  they  arc  totally  expelled  from  Florida. 

There  are  other  motives  which  would  urge  the  Government  to  pursue 
this  course  towards  the  Seminoles,    The  United  States  have  fulfilled  in 
good  faith  all  their  treaty  stipulations  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  have,  in 
every  other  instance,  insisted  upon  a  like  performance  of  their  obligations. 
To  relax  from  this  .salutary  rule  because  the  Seminoles  have  maintained 
themselves  so  long  in  the  Territory  they  had  relinquished,  and,  in  defiance 
of  their  frequent  and  solemn  engagements,  still  continue  to  wage  a  ruthless 
war  against  the  United  States,  would  not  only  evince  a  want  of  constancy 
on  our  part,  but  be  of  evil  example  in  our  intercourse  with  other  tribes. 
Kxperience  has  shown  that  buj  little  is  to  be  gained  by  the  march  of  armies 
tlirough  a  country  so  intersected  with  inaccessible  swamps  and  marshes, 
i\nd  wliich,  from  the  fatal  character  of  the  climate^  must  be  abandoned  at 
the  end  of  the  winter.     I  recommend,  therefore,  to  your  attention  the  plan 
submitted  by  the  Secretary  of  War  in  the  accompanying  report,  for  the 
permanent  occupation   of  the  portion  of  the  Territory  freed  from  the  In- 
dians, and  the  more  efficient  protection  of  the  people  of  Florida  from  their 
inhuman  warfare. 

From  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  horewiih  transmitted,  it 
will  appear  that  a  large  portion  of  the  disposable  naval  force  is  either  actively 
employed,  or  in  a  state  of  preparation  for  the  purposes  of  experience  and 
discipline,  and  the  protection  of  our  commerce.  So  eflfectual  has  been  this 
protection,  that,  so  far  as  the  information  of  Government  extends,  not  a 
single  outrage  has  been  attempted  on  a  vessel  carrying  the  flag  of  the 
United  States,  within  the  present  year,  in  any  quarter,  however  distant  or 
exposed. 

The  exploring  expedition  sailed  from  Norfolk  on  the  19th  of  August 
last;  and  information  has  been  received  of  its  safe  arrival  at  the  island  ot 
Madeira.  The  best  spirit  animates  the  ofiicers  and  crews,  and  there  is  every 
reason  to  anticipate,  from  its  eflTorts,  results  beneficial  to  commerce  and 
honorable  to  the  nation. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  no  reduction  of  the  force  now  in  commission 
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is  contemplated.  The  unsettled  state  of  a  portion  of  South  America 
renders  it  indispensable  that  our  commerce  should  receive  protection  in 
that  quarter;  the  vast  and  increasing  interests  embarked  in  the  trade,of  th« 
Indian  and  China  sens,  in  the  whale  fisheries  of  the  Pacific  ocean,  aind  i.n 
the  Gulf  of  Mexico,  require  equal,  attention  to  their  safety;  and  a  small 
squadron  may  be  employed  to  great  advantage  on  our  Atlantic  coast,  in 
meeting  sudden  demands  for  the  reinforcement  of  other  stations,  in  aiding^ 
merchant  vessels  in  distress,  in  affording  active  service  to  an  additional 
number  of  officers,  and  in  visiting  the  different  ports  of  the  United  States^ 
an  accurate  knowledge  of  which  is  obviously  of  the  highest  importance. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  respectfully  called  to  that  portion  of  the  rc^ 
port  recommending  an  increase  in  the  number  of  smaller  vessels,  and  to 
o^hcr  suggestions  contained  in  that  document.  The  rapid  increase  and 
wide  expansion  of  our  commerce,  which  is  every  day  seeking  new  avenues 
of  profitable  adventure;  the  absolute  necessity  of  a  naval  force  for  its  pro-  ^ 
tection  precisely  in  the  degree  of  its  extension  ;  a  due  regard  to  the  national 
rights  and  honor ;  the  recollection  of  its  former  exploits,  and  tlie  anticipa- 
tion of  its  future  triumphs  whenever  opportunity  presents  itself,  which  we 
may  rightfully  indulge  from  the  experience  of  the  past ;  all  seem  to  point 
to  the  navy  as  a  most  efiicient  arm  of  our  national  defence,  and  a  proper 
object  of  legislative  encouragement. 

The  progress  and  condition  of  the  Post  Office  Department  will  be  seen 
by  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Postmaster  General.  The  extent  of  post 
roads,  covered  by  mail  contracts,  is  stated  to  be  134,818  miles,  and  the  an- 
nual transportation  upon  them  34,580,202  miles.  The  number  of  post 
'  ofiices  in  the  United  States  is  12,553,  and  rapidly  increasing.  The  gross 
rpvenue  for  the  year  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  June  last,  was  $4 ,262, 145  00. 
The  accruing  expenditures,  $4,680,068  00;  excess  of  expenditures,  $417,- 
923  00.  This  has  been  made  up  out  of  the  surplus  previously  on  band. 
The  cash  on  hand  on  the  first  instant,  was  $314,068  00.  The  revenue 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1838,  was  $161,540  more  than  that  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1837,  The  expenditures  of  the  department  had 
been  graduated  upon  the  anticipation  of  a  largely  increased  revenue.  A 
moderate  curtailment  of  mail  service  consequently  became  necessary,  and 
has  been  effected,  to  shield  the  department  against  the  danger  of  embarrass- 
ment. Its  revenue  is  now  improving,  and  it" will  soon  resume  its  onward 
course  in  the  march  of  improvement. 

Your  particular  attention  is  requested  to  so  much  of  the  Postmaster 
General's  report  as  relates  to  the  transportation  of  the  mails  upon  railroads. 
The  laws  on  that  subject  do  not  seem  adequate  to  secure  that  service,  now 
become  almost  essential  to  the  public  interests,  and  at  the  same  time  protect 
the  department  from  combinations  and  unreasonable  demands. 

Nor  can  I  too  earnestly  request  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  provid- 
ing a.more  secure  building  for  this  department.     The  danger  of  destruc- 
tion to  which  its  imponanl  books  i\nd  papers  are  continually  exposed,  as' 
well  from  the  highly  combustible  character  of  the  building  occupied  as 
from  that  of  others  in  the  vicinity,  calls  loudly  for  prompt  action. 

Your  attention  is  again  earnestly  invited  to  the  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations submitted  at  the  last  session  in  respect  to  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia. 

I  feel  it  my  duty,  also,  to  bring  to  your  notice  certain  proceedings  at  law 
which  have  recently  been  prosecuted  in  this  District,  in  the  name  of  the 
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United  States,  on  the  relation  of  Messrs.  Stockton  and  Stokes,  of  the  State 
of  Maryland,  asfainst  the  Postmaster  General,  and  which  have  resulted  \\\ 
the  paymeut  ojf  money  out  of  tiie  national  Treasury,  for  the  first  tim(^ 
since  the  establishment  of  the  Government,  by  judicial  compulsion  exer- 
cised by  the  common  law  writ  of  mandamus,  issued  by  the  circuit  court  of 
this  OistricC. 

The  facts  of  the  cose,  and  the  grounds  of  the  proceedings,  will  be  found 
fuUy  stated  in  the  report  of  the  decision  ;  and  any  additional  information 
which  you  may  desire  will  be  supplied  by  the  proper  department.  No 
interference  in  the  particular  case  is  contemplated.  The  money  has  been 
paid ;  the  claims  of  the  prosecutors  have  been  satisfied ;  and  the  whole 
subject,  so  for  as  they  are  concerned,  is  finally  disposed  of;  but  it  is  on  the 
supposition  that  the  case  may  be  regarded  as  an  authoritative  exposition  of 
the  law  as  it  now  stands,  that  I  have  thought  it  necessary  to  present  it 
to  your  consideration. 

The  objpct  of  the  application  to  the  circuit  court  was  to  compel  the  Post- 
master G^ral  to  carry  into  effect  an  award  made  by  the  Solicitor  of  the 

IVeasfiry,  under  a  special  act  of  Congress  for  the  settlement  of  certain 
chims  of  the  relators  on  the  Post  Office  Department,  which  award  the  Post- 
master General  declined  to  execute  in  full,  until  he  should  receive  further 
legislative  direction  on  the  subject.      If  the  duty  imposed  on  the  Post- 
master General,  by  that  law,  was  to  be  regarded  as  one  of  an  official  na- 
ture, belonging  to  his  office  as  a  branch  of  the  Executive,  then  it  is  obvious 
(hat  the  constitutional  competency  of  the  Judiciary  to  direct  and  con- 
trol him  in   its  discharge,  was  necessarily  drawn  in  question.    And  if 
the  duty  so  imposed  on  the  Postmaster  General   was  to  be  considered 
as  merely  ministerial,  and  not  executive,  it  yet  remained  to  be  shown 
that  the  circuit  court  of  this  district  had  authority  to  interfere  by  man- 
damus— such  a  power  having  never  before  been    asserted  or  claimed 
by  that  court.     With  a  view  to  the  settlement  of  these  important  ques- 
tions, the  judgment  of  the  circuit  court  was  cariied,  by  a  writ  of  error, 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States.    In  the  opinion  of  that  tribunal, 
the  duty  imposed  on  the  Postmaster  General  was  not  an  official,  executive 
duty,  hut  one  of  a  merely  ministerial  nature.     The  grave  constitutional 
questions  which  bad  been  discussed,  were,  therefore,  excluded  from  the  de- 
cision of  the  case;  the  court,  indeed,  expressly  admitting  that,  with  powers 
and  duties  properly  belonging  to  the  Executive,  no  other  department  can 
interferebythewritofmandartius;  and  the  question,  therefore,  resolved  itself 
into  this :  Has  Congress  conferred  upon  the  circuit  court  of  this  District  the 
power  to  issue  such  a  writ  to  an  officer  of  the  General  Government, com- 
manding him  to  perform  a  ministerial  act?    A  majority  of  the  court  have 
decided  that  it  has,  but  have  founded  their  decision  upon  a  process  of 
reasoning  which,  in  my  judgment,  renders  further  legislative  provision  in- 
dispensable to  the  public  interests  and  the  equal  administration  of  justice. 

It  has  long  since  been  decided  by  the  Supreme  Court,  that  neither  that 
tribunal' nor  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  held  within  the  respec- 
tive States,  possess  the  power  in  question;  but  it  is  now  held  that  this  power, 
denied  to  both  of  these  high  tribunals,  (to  the  former  by  the  constitution, 
and  to  the  latter  by  Congress,)  has  been,  by  its  legislation,  vested  in  the 
circuit  court  of  this  District.  No  such  direct  grant  of  power  to  the  circuit 
court  of  this  District  is  claimed;  bjut  it  has  been  held  to  result,  by  necessary 
implication,  from  several  sections  of  the  law  establishing  the  court.     One 
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of  these  sections  declares,  that  the  laws  of  Maryland,  as  they  existed  Bt  the 
time  of  the  cession,  should  be  in  force  in  that  part  of  the  District  ceded  by 
that  State;  and,  by  this  provision,  the  common  law,  in  civil^ind  criminal 
cases,  as  it  prevailed  in  Maryland  in  1801,  was  established  in  that  part  of 
the  District. 

In  England,  the  Court  of  King's  Bench, — because  the  Sovereign,  who, 
according  to  the  theory  of  the  constitution,  is  the  fountain  of  justice,  ori- 
ginally sat  there  in  person,  and  is  still  deemed  to  be  present,  in  construction 
of  law, — alonn  possesses  the  high  power  of  issuing  the  writ  of  mandamus, 
not  only  to  inferior  jurisdictions  and'  corporations,  but  also  to  magistrates 
and  others,  commanding  them,  in  the  King's  name,  to  do  what  their  duty 
requires,  in  cases  where  there  is  a  vested  right,  and  no  other  specific  rem- 
edy. It  has  been  held,  in  the  case  referred  to,  that,  as  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States  is,  by  the  constitution,  rendered  incompetent  to  exer- 
cise this  power,  and  as  the  circuit  court  of  this  District  is  a  court  of  general 
jurisdiction  in  cases  at  common  law,  and  the  highest  court  of  original 
jurisdiction  in  the  District,  the  right  to  issue  the  writ  of  mandamus  is 
incident  to  its  common  law  powers.  Another  ground  relied  upon  to  main- 
tain the  power  in  question,  is,  that  it  was  included,  by  fair  construction, 
in  the  power  it  granted  to  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States,  by  the  act 
^^to  provide  for  the  more  convenient  organization  of  the  courts  of  the 
United  States,"  passed  I3th  of  February,  1801;  that  the  act  establishing 
the  circuit  court  of  this  District,  passed  the  27lh  day  of  February,  1801, 
conferred  upon  that  court  and  the  judges  thereof  the  same  powers  as  were 
by  law  vested  in  the  circuit  courts  of  the  United  States  and  in  the  judges 
of  the  said  courts;  that  the  repeal  of  the  first  mentioned  act,  which  took 
place  in  the  next  year,  did  not  divest  the  circuit  court  of  this  District  of 
the  authority  in  dispute,  but  left  it  still  clothed  with  the  powers  over  the 
subject  which,  it  is  conceded,  were  taken  away  from  the  circuit  courts  of 
the  United  States  by  the  repeal  of  the  act  of  13th  February,  1801. 

Admitting  that  the  adoption  of  the  laws  of  Maryland  for  a  portion  of  this 
District  confers  on  the  circuit  court  thereof,  in  that  portion,  the  transc«?nd- 
ent  extra-judicial  prerogative  powers  of  the  Court  of  King's  JSench,  in 
England,  or  that  either  of  the  acts  of  Congress,  by  necessary  implication, 
authorizes  the  former  court  to  issue  a  writ  of  mandamus  to  an  oflScer  of  the 
United  States,  to  compel  him  to  perform  a  ministerial  duty,  the  conse- 
quences are,  in  one  respect,  the  same.  The  resultin  either  case  is,  that  the 
officers  of  the  United  States,  stationed  in  different  parts  of  the  Unit(?d  States, 
are,  in  respect  to  the  performance  of  their  official  duties,  subject  to  different 
lawj^nnd  a  different  supervision  ;  those  in  the  States  to  one  rule,  and  those 
in  the  District  of  Cohimbia  to  another  and  a  very  different  one.  In  the  Dis- 
trict their  official  conduct  is  subject  to  a  judicial  control,  from  which  in  the 
States  they  are  exempt. 

Whatever  difference  of  opinion  may  exist  as  to  the  expediency  of  resting 
such  a  power  in  the  judiciary,  in  a  system  of  Government  constituted  like 
that  of  the  United  States,  all  must  agree  that  these  disparaging  discrepan- 
cies in  the  law  and  in  the  administration  of  justice  ought  not  to  be  permit- 
ted to  continue ;  and  as  Congress  alone  can  provide  the  remedy,  tlie  sub- 
ject is  unavoidably  presented  to  your  consideration.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

The  act  of  the  1st  July,  1836,  to  enable  the  Executive  to  assert  and 
prosecute  with  effect  the  claini  of  the  United  States  to  the  legacy  be- 
queathed to  them  by  James  Smithson,  late  of  liOndon,  having  received  its 
.entire  execution,  and  the  amount  recovered  and  paid  in  the  Treasury  hav- 
ing, agreeably  to  an  act  of  the  last  session,  been  invested  in  State  stocks, 
I  deem  it  proper  to  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  obligation  now 
devolving  upon  the  United  States  to  fulfil  the  object  of  the  bequest.    In 
order  to  obtain  such  information  as  might  serve  to  facilitate  its  attainment, 
the  SecTeUtry  of  State  was  directed,   in  July  last,  to  c^ply  to  persons 
versed  in  science  and  familiar  with  the  subject  of  public  education,  for 
their  views  as  to  the  mode  of  disposing  of  the  fund  best  colculated  to  meet 
the  intentions  of  the  testator  and  prove  most  beneficial  to  mankind.  Copies 
of  the  circular  letter,  written  in  compliance  with  these  directions,  and  of 
the  answers  to  it,  received  at  the  Department  of  State,  are  herewith  com- 
municated, for  the  consideration  of  Congress.

I  herewith  transmit  a  special  report,  made  to  me  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  for  your  consideration,  in  relation  to  the  recently  discovered  de- 
fault of  Samuel  Swartwout,  late  collector  of  the  customs  at  the  port  of 
New  York. 

I  would  respectfully  invite  the  early  attention  of  CongreSs  to  the  adop- 
tion of  the  legal  provisions  therein  suggested,  or  such  other  measures  as 
may  appear  more  expedient,  for  increasing  the  public  security  against 
similar  defalcations  hereafter.

1st.  The  quantity  of  salt  annually  imported  into  the  United  States  since 
the  year  17S9,  and  llie  places  whence  imported,  with  the  total  value  thereof 
from  each  place,  and  the  average  original  cost  thereof  per  bushel,  and  the 
average  quarterly  markt^t  price  in  New  York. 

2d.  The  annual  amount  of  drawback  of  duties  paid  on  salt  used  in  curing 
fish,  beef,  and  pork,  for  export,  and  of  bounties  and  allowances  onfishing 
vessels,  in  lieu  of  a  drawback  of  the  salt  duly,  and  as  a  commutation  and 
equivalent  tlierefor,  so  as  to  show  the  annual  amount  of  the  salt  tax  re- 
funded, or  commuted  to  the  curers  of  fish  exported  ;  and,  also,  the  amount 
of  the  tax  refunded  to  exporters  of  beef  and  pork,  so  long  as  beef  and  pork 
enjoyed  that  benefit. 

3d.  The  same  amounts. computed  in  bushels  of  salt,  so  as  to  show  the 
annual  quantity  of  salt,  ficeof  duty,  which  has  been  used,  or  allowed  for,, 
in  the  fisheries  to  the  present  time,  and,  also,  in  the  beef  and  pork  trade,  so 
long  as  exported  beef  and  pork  were  entitled  to  a  drawback  of  the  salt  duty. 

"^rhe  Senate  proceeded  to  consider  the  motion  submitted  by  Mr.  Benton 
the  17th  instant,  in  relation  to  the  commerce  and  navigation  of  the  United 
States  with  foreign  powers;  and  agreed  thereto:

Resolved^  That  the  President  of  the  United  Stales  be  requested  to  cause 
to  be  con.municated  to  the  Senate  the  correspondence  of  Commodore  Por- 
ter, Charge  d'Affaires  at  Constantinople  ;  also,  the  correspondence  of  the 
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Consuls  of  the  United  States  at  Constantinople,  Smyrna,  Bronsa,  Salonica, 
Cyprus,  Cos.  Aleppo,  Beiront,  inclusive  of  Damascus  atid  Said,  Alexan- 
dria, and  Candia,  so  far  as  the  said  correspondience  relates  to  the  commerce 
and  navigation  carried  on  within  the  Turkish  dominions,  and  in  the  Pacha- 
lick  of  Egypt,  and  may  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President,  be  improper 
to  be  communicated. 

Mr.  Rives  submitted  the  following  motion  for  consideration  :

The  period  at  which  the  third  bond  of  the  Bank  of  the  United 
States  sold  to  that  institution,  aiiiounting  to  $2,254,871  38,  was  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  Treasurer,  v)n  the  books  of  the  bank  ;  the  terms  on  which 
it  was  negotiated;  the  person  acting  on  behalf  of- the  bank,  with  whom 
the  negotiation  was  made ;  the  particulars  of  any  understanding  or  agree- 
ment, that  the  proceeds  of  the  same  should  be  left  on  deposite  with  the  said 
bank,  until  wanted  in  the  ordinary  disbursements  of  the  Government ;  and 
what  understanding  or  arrangement,  if  any,  has  taken  place  respecting  the 
benefit  which  might  accrue  to  the  bank,  in  the  transfer  of  money  it  should 
make  to  distant  places  on  account  of  the  Government. 

Secondly.  The  period  when  the  sum  of  $1,600,000,  in  part  payment  of 
the  second  bond  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  was  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Treasurer  by  that  bank ;  and  the  nature  of  the  agreement  or  under- 
standing had  in  reference  to  the  payment  of  a  part  of  the  said  bond  before, 
and  of  another  part  after,  it  became  due. 

Thirdly.  Whether  any  sum  or  sums  of  the  pubUc  money  have  been  de- 
posited in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  other  than  those  derived  from  the 
payment  or  sale  of  its  bonds  ;  if  so,  the  amount  and  date  of  each  deposite, 
and  by  whom,  and  by  whose  authority  and  direction  they  were.  made. 

Fourthly.  The  aofgregate  balance  standing  weekly  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurer  in  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  its  branches  or  agencies, 
whether  subject  to  draft  or  not,  as  well  as  the  weekly  aggregate  balance  in 
the  Treasury,  from  the  time  the  first  deposite  was  made  in  the  said  bank, 
of  moneys  arising  from  the  payment  or  sale  of  its  bonds,  up  to  the  present 
period* 

Fifthly.  A  list  of  all  the  branches  or  agencies  of  the  said  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  on  which  the  Treasury  Department  has  drawn  drafts ;  the 
amount  of  public  moneys  directed  to  be  placed  at  each,  and  of  the  drafts 
severally  drawn  on  them  ;  and  the  rates  of  exchange  between  Philadelphia 
and  each  of  the  places  to  which  such  suras  were  ordered  to  be  transferred. 

Sixthly.  The  amount,  as  far  as  it  can  be  conveniently  ascertained,  that 
has  been  drawn  from  the  Bank  of  the  United  States,  its  branches  or  agen- 
cies, in  the  notes  of  said  bank,  for  paying  ludian  annuities  or  other  claims 
of  the  Indians  on  the  Government,  or  for  defraying  the  expenses  attendinpf 
the  removal  of  the  Indians  ;  and,  in  general,  the  nature  of  the  "  arrange- 
ments," if  any,  "  made  for  the  more  distant  public  disbursements  in  the 
notes  of  the  bank  ;"  together  with  all  the  correspondence,  agreements,  and  - 
instructions,  given  or  entered  into,  connected  with  any  or  all  of  the  heads 
of  inquiry  above  stated. 

Resolved^  also,  That  the  Secretary  of  tfie  Treasury  communicate  to  the 
Senate  the  nature  of  the  arrangements  made  by  him  with  those  banks  in 
which,  according  to  his  report  ot  3d  instant,  portions  of  the  public  money 
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have  been  "  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer,  on  special  deposUe  /'  tlie 
kinds  of  money  in  which  the  said  "  special  deposites"  were  made ;  whether 
the  same  were  entered  on  the  books  of  the  banks ;  whether  the  identical 
moDcys  deposited  have  continued  to  be  held  by  the  banks;  whether  the 
drafts  of  the  Treasury  Department  that  have  been  drawn  on  these  deposites 
have  been  paid  in  the  specific  moneys  deposited  ;  and  whether  the  balances 
remaining  are  part  and  parcel  of  the  very  moneys  originally  deposited.

r transmit,  for  your  consideration,  the- enclosed  communication  and  ac- 
companying: documents,  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  relative  to  the  present 
state  of  the  Pea  Patch  island,  in  the  Delaware  river,  and  of  the  operations 
going  on  there,  for  the  erection  of  defences  for  that  important  channel  of 
commerce. 

It  will  be  seen  from  these  documentSj  that  a  complete  stop  has  been  put 
to  those  operations,  in  consequence  of  the  island  having  been  taken  posses- 
sion of  by  the  individual  claimant,  under  the  decision,  in  his  favor,  of  the 
United  States  district  court  for  the  district  of  New  Jersey  ;  and  that,  unless 
early  measures  are  taken  to  bring  the  i^latid  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Government,  great  loss  and  injury  will  result  to  the  future  operations  for 
carrying  on  the  works.  The  importance  of  the  subject  would  seem  to 
render  it  worthy  of  the  early  attention  of  Congress.

Resolvedj  That  the  financial  policy  established  at  the  oriffin  of  this 
Government,  by  the  first  acts  of  its  legislation,  and  especially  by  tlie  30th 
section  of  the  "act  to  regulate  the  collection  of  duties,"  &c.,  approved  by  Pifes- 
ident  Washington,  July  31,  1789,  and  by  the  4th  section  of  the  "  act  to 
establish  the  Treasury  Department,"  <fcc.,  approved  by  President  Washing- 
ton, September  2,  1789,  was  in  strict  conformity  to  the  plain  and  frugal 
genius  of  a  republic,  and  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  constitution. 

Resolved,  That  that  policy  has,  by  a  long  series  of  subsequent  acts,  been 
departed  from,  and  ought  to  be  restored  in  tlae  future  administration  of  the 
Government :  and,  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Government  ought  not  to  collect  no  more  taxes  from 
the  people,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  than  are  absolutely  necessary  to  an 
economical  administration  of  its  affairs.   ^ 

Resolved,  That  the  taxes  paid  by  the  people  ought  not  to  be  loaned  out  by 
the  Government  to  individuals  or  to  corporations. 

Resolved,  That  the  taxes  so  paid  by  the  people  ought  not  to  be  placed 
by  the  Government  in  the  custody  of  agents  who  are  not  made,  by  the 
constitution  and  the  laws,  resjponsible  to  the  people. 

Resolved,  That  those  legal  provisions  by  which  the  Government  was 
originally  required,  in  the  transaction  of  its  own  affairs,  to  receive  and  to 
tender  in  payment,  as  money,  nothing  but  that  which  is  made  a  legal  ten- 
der by  the  constitution,  ought  to  be  revived,  with  those  modifications  only 
as  to  time  and  proportion  suggested  by  the  present  condition  of  the  country. 

Mr.  Younffsubmitted  the  following  motion  for  consideration : 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be  required  to  report  to 
the  Senate  detailed  statements  of  the  accounts  H)f  si^ch  of  the  collectors, 
receivers,  and  disbursing  agents  of  the  United  States,  as  have  been  reported 
defaulters  to  either  House  of  Congress  during  the  late  session,  together 
with  all  defalcations  which  have  since  occurred,  Twith  the  exception  of 
the  case  of  Samuel  Swartwout,  late  collector  of  the  port  of  New  York,) 
including,  in  each  case,  all  suspended  and  rejected  items  of  credit  con- 
nected with  any  such  account,  and  which,  if  passed  to  the  credit  of  any 
such  defaulter,  would  cover  or  extinguish,  in  the  whole  or  in  part,  the 
amount  of  the  deficits  which  are  reported  as  standing  on  the  books  of  the 
department  against  such  defaulters;  with  suitable  explanations  in  each 
case,  showing  why  such  items  of  ciedit  have  been  suspended  or  rejected, 
and  why  they  ought  not  to  be  allowed  as  credits  to  such  defaulters ;  the 
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said  report  to  include  nil  such  suspended  or  rejected  items  of  credit  as  are 
remaining  in  the  said  department  up  to  the  present  period. 

Mr.  Tallmadge  submitted  the  following  motion ;  which  was  considered, 
b7  nnanimons  consent,  and  agreed  to : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Naval  Affuirs  be  instructed  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  allowing  house  rent  to  the  officers  stationed  at  the 
navy  yards  at  Philadelphia  and  New  York.

sam£  at  fifty  cents  per  acre  ;  if  he  is  desirous  to  purchase  a  quantity  over 
eighty  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  he  may  enter  and 
purchase  the  same  at  seventy-five  cents  per  acre;  and  if  he  desire  to  pur^ 
chase  a  quantity  over  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  and  not  exceeding  three 
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hundred  and  twenty  acres^  he  may  jnirehase  the  same  at  one  dollar  per 
acre  ;  but  no  settler  shall  purchase  a  greater  quantity  than  three  hundred 
and  twenty  acres  at  a  price  below  the  minimum  of  one  dollar  and  a 
quarter  per  acre,  as  now  established  by  laW. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  Jurther  enacted^  That,  before  any  settler  shall  be 
allowed  to  eriter  and  purchase  land  at  the  reduced  prices  aforesaid,  he 
shall  file  an  affidavit  with  the  register  of  the  proper  land  office,  under 
sitch  regulations  as  the  Secretary  of  the  T}rea,sury  shall  prescribe,  that 
such  applicant  is  at  the  time,  or  intends,  within  six  months,  to  become,  an 
actual  settler  on  the  land  proposed  to  be  entered ;  and  that  such  applicatit 
makes  the  entry  in  his  own  name,  far  his  oimi  benefit,  and  not  in  trust 
for  another.     And  if  the  said  purchaser  shall  not,  within  the  said  six 
months,  settle,  and,  in  good  faith,  reside  upon  the  land  entered  as  afore- 
said, the  same  may  be  entered  and  purchased^  in  manner  aforesaid,  by  any 
other  person  desirous  of  settling  the  same,  at  the  reduced  prices  aforesaid, 
or  by  any  other  prrson,  whether  he  intends  settling  thereon  or  not,  at  the 
price  of  one  dollar  and  a  quarter  per  acre :  Provided,   TTiat  if,  before  the 
expiration  of  the  said  term  of  six  months,  any  person,  who  had  entered 
land  as  aforesaid  for  settlement,  is  unable  to  make  an  actual  settlement 
thereon,  he  may  acquire  a  title  to  the  land,  entered  as  aforesaid,  by  paying 
suck  additional  srtVn  therefor  as  will  complete  the  minimum  price  of  one 
dollar  and  a  qitarter  jter  acre,  now  fixed  oy  law. 

Site.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  from  and  after  (he  first  day 
of  Jidy,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty, 
there  he  alhyu>ed  and  paid  to  each  of  the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  IlUnois^ 
Alabama,  Missouri,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Michigan,  and  Arkansas, 
over  and  above  what  each  of  the  said  States  is  entitled  to  by  the  terms  of 
the  compacts  entered  into  betii?een  them,  respccthety,  upon  their  admission 
into  Ih^  Union,  and  the  United  States,  the  sum  of  ten  per  ctntum  tipon 
the  net  amount  of  the  sales  &f  the  public  lands  which,  subsequent  to  the 
day  aforesaid,  shall  be  made  loithin  the  several  limits  of  the  said  States  ; 
which  said  sum  of  ten  per  centum  shall  be  applied  to  some  object  or  objects 
of  internal  improvement,  or  educuOon,  within  the  said  States,  tmder  the 
direction  of  their  respective  Legislatures. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  after  deducting  the  said  ten 
per  centum,  and  what,  by  the  compacts  aforesaid,  has  heretofore  been 
aUomedto  the  States  aforesaid,  the  residue  of  the  net  proceeds  of  all  the 
public  lands  of  the  United  States,  wherever  situated,  which  shall  be  sold 
subsequent  to  the  said  first  ddyof  Jtdy,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and

Se:<5.  Sh  Anabe  it  farther  enacted,  Thiait  the  suid  setetatsu^^  qfmonj^y 
shall  be  paid  at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  half  yearly,  to  sttchper* 
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son  or  persons  as  the  respective  Legislatures  of  the  said  States  may  author- 
ize  and  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  continue  and  he 
in  force  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  said  first  day  of  July^  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty y  unless  the  United  States  shall  become  involved  in  war

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  lands  herein  granted  to  the 

States  above  named  shall  not  he  disposed  of  at  a  price  less  than  one  dollar 

and  twenty  five  cents  per  acre,  until  otherwise  directed  by  law  ;  and  the  net 

proceeds  of  the  sales  of  said  lands  shall  be  faithfully  applied  to  objects  of 

internal  improvement  within  the  States  q/br^aid  respectively  ;  namely : 

roads,  bridges,  canals,  and  improvement  of  water  courses,  and  draining

it  will  not  be  advisable,  both  as  it  regards  the  interest  of  the  United  States 
and  the  several  States  more  immediately  interested  in  the  construction  of 
said  road,  to  make  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  complete  the  same,  paya-

I  herewith  transmit  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  on  the 
subject  of  commissions  claimed  by  agents  or  officers  employed  by  the  Gea- 
oral  Government. 

The  propriety  of  new  legislation  regulating  the  whole  matter  by  express 
laws  seems  very  apparent,  and  is  urgently  recommended  to  the  early  atten- 
tion of  Congress.

ments, which  has  taken  place  since  the  answer  to  a  former  call  on  the  saaio 
subject  by  the  Senate.

the  Treasury  to  report  whether  any,  and  if  any,  how  much,  would  have  been 
the  deficit  in  the  Treasury,  if  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to  appropriate  for  a 
limited  time  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  public  lands  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  granting  land  to  certain  States,"  which  passed  both  Houses 
of  Congress,  had  received  the  approbation  of  the  President,  and  been  acted 
upon  upto  the  1st  day  of  January,  1839.

Whereas  tlie  right  and  privilege  of  petition  is  an  existing  principle, 
establisht*d  by  the  laws  of  nature  in  all  animated  beings  which  are  made 
capable  to  feel  or  to  suffer,  and  i?  designed  to  be  exercised,  not  for  opposi- 
tion or  resistance,  but  for  relief,  or  to  obtain  favor  only  ;  and  this  ri^ht, 
where  the  people  peaceably  exercise  it,  for  relief  or  favor  from  the  Govern- 
ment, is  placed,  by  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  above  the  power 
of  Legislative  bodies,  who  cannot  rightfully  control  the  time  when,  or  the 
manner  or  matter,  in  or  for  which  the  people  shall  petition.  But  recent 
events  in  Congress,  in  their  proceedings  on  this  important  subject,  have 
rendiired  it  doubtful  in  many  minds  how  far  that  body  consider  the  people 
justifiable  and  ought  to  be  heard  in  the  exercise  of  this  right,  and  more 
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especially  on  the  subject. of  slavery,  the  slave  trade,  and  the  abolition  of 
slavery  ;  and  as  it  is  an  undoubted  truth,  that  upon  all  subjects  on  which 
legislative  bodies  can  act,  petitions  may  be  presented,  and  it  seoms  equally 
clear  that  every  intelligent  hnman  being  who  is  subject  to  this  action  ought 
to  enjoy  the  right  to  its  fullest  extent : 

Resolved^  therefore^  That  as  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  certain 
portions  of  ihem,  claim  to  have  an  undeniable  right  to  petition  Congress 
to  abolish  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia ;  to  suppress  the  slave  trade 
therein,  and  between  the  dilFerent  States  and  TerriJories  of  the  United 
States,  or  between  any  of  the  States  and  the  Republic  of  Texas,  and 
against  the  admission  of  any  new  State  into  the  Union  whose  constitution 
permits  or  tolerates  slavery,  in  as  full,  free,  and  ample  manner  as  they  can 
exercise  this  right  on  any  other  subject ;  it  is,  therefore,  expedient,  that  all 
petitions  on  the  aforesaid  subject,  or  any  of  them,  presented  to  Congress, 
by  any  portion  of  the  people  of  the  United' States,  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Judiciary  ;  which  committee  is  instructed  to  inquire  and  re- 
port to  the  Senate  their  opinion  on  the  following  points ; 

First :  Whether  the  people  of  the  United  States,  or  any  portion  of  them, 
have  an  indisputable  right  to  petition  Congress  on  the  subjects,  or  any  of 
them,  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  resolution? 

Second :  Whether  Congress  possesses  the  power  to  abolish  slavery  in  the 
District  of  Colli mbia  ? 

Third:  Whether  Congress  have  power  to  prohibit  the  existence  of 
slavery  in  the  Territories  of  the  United  States  ? 

Fourth;:  Whether  Congress  have  power  to  create,  introduce,  or  establish 
slavery  in  any  Territory  acquired  by  the  United  States,  in  which  slavery 
did  not  exist  at  the  time  the  United  States  became  possessed  thereof? 

Fifth :  Whether  Congress  have  the  power,  and  ought  to  restrain  or 
abridge  any  constitutional  right  of  the  citizens,  because  the  exercise  of  such 
right  may  tend,  by  calling  in.  question  the  justice  and'policj''  of  slavery,  to 
weaken  or  abolish  that  system  in  any  of  the  States? 

Sixth:  Whether  Congress,  in  any  case,  can,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
constitutionally  restrain  or  abridge  the  freedom  of  speech,  or  the  press,  or 
the  right  of  petition  ? 

Seventh:  Whether  Congress  have  power  to  provide  for  the  safety  and 
protection  of  persons  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  one  State,  from  vio- 
lence and  injury  being  done  such  citizen,  or  his  property^  when  in  another 
State ;  and,  also,  to  protect  the  citizens  of  any  Slate,  who  think  proper 
within  their  own  State  to  speak,  write,  print,  and  publish  their  opinions 
against  the  political,  moral,  or  religious. institutions  of  another  State,  from 
trial  and  punishment  in  the  State  whose  institutions  such  speaking,  writing, 
printinor,  and  publishing  was  designed  to  affect? 

Eighth:  Whether  Congress  have  power  to  declare  what  shall  or  shall 
not  be  made  property  by  any  of  the  States? 

Ninth:  Whether  Congress  have  power  to  authorize  the  sale  of  slaves 
as  property,  to  discharge  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  United  States? 

Tenth:  Whether  a  removal  of  the  seat  of  Government  ijito  a  State  ia 
which  slavery  does  not  exist  would  not  be  expedient,  consistent  with  sound 
policy,  and  promote  the  quiet,  safety,  and  interests  of  the  country? 

,Resolved^  further^  That  as  Congress  has  no  power  over  the  persons  of 
slaves  as  property,  in  any  State,  or  the  subject  of  slavery  therein,  a  re  ces-

Resolved,  That  Congress  have  not  the  power  to  authorize  or  permit  a 
person  to  take  into,  or  hold  as  property  in  any  State,  that  which  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  such  State  declare  shall  not  be  held  as  property 
therein  ;  that  the  citizens  of  each  State  ought  to  be  protected  in  the  several 
States  in  the  enjoyment  of  all  privileges  and  immunities  that  citizens  of  the 
State  are  entitled  to,  and  t.)  none  other. 

Resolved^  That  it  would  be  expedient  and  proper  for  Ci>ngress  to  as- 
certain  the  number  of  slaves  iA  the  District  of  Columbia^  the  extent  of  the 
slave  trade  carried  on  therein  and  from  the  District,  and  whether  such 
slaves  are  purchased  in  the  District,  or  brought  within  the  same  frotu  the 
States  for  exportation,  and  how  many  have  been  taken  from  the  District 
within  the  last  two  years  for  sale,  and  to  what  market  they  were  taken, 
whether  within  or  without  the  United  States.

Mr.  Lumpkin  presented  the  petition  of  John  Farron  and  others,  en- 
gineers, in  the  city  of  New  York,  praying  the  adoption  of  further' regula- 
tions to  preverit  the  explosion  of  steam  boilers  ;  which  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Commerce. 

Mr.  Williams,  of  Maine,  presented  the  petition  of  Jacob  Pennell  and 
others,  of  Cumberland  county,  in  the  State  of  Maine,  praying  the  reini- 
bursement  of  a  fine  levied  upon  them  for  a  violation  of  the  revenue  laws ;

What  was  the  description  of  funds  received  by  each  State,  and  if 
both  metal  and  bank  notes  were  received,  what  were  the  proportions  of  each 
so  received  by  each  State ;  and  what  was  the  description,  if  any,  of  the 
bank  notes  received  by  each  State,  at  the  time  of  reception. 

5th.  What  investments  or  dispositions  were  made  by  each  State  of  the 
deposite  made  with  it ;  whether  invested  in  stocks,  and,  if  so,  in  what  kind 
of  stocks  and  to  what  amount ;  whether  applied  to  public  works,  or  to  State 
or  other  institutions ;  and,  if  so,  to  what  kind  of  works  or  institutions,  and 
to  what  amount ;  whether  loaned  out  or  distributed,  and,  if  so,  whether  to 
institutions,  to  bodies  corporate,  or  otherwise,  or  to  individuals ;  and  to  what 
kind  of  institutions,  bodies,  or  class  of  individuals,  and  to  what  amount ; 
and  what  were  the  circumstances  and  conditions  of  such  investments,  dis- 
positions, loans,  or  distributions.

due,  thereon,  which  certificates,  in  duplicate,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
naval  officer,  who  shall  record  the  same  in  his  office  :  and  the  said  certifi' 
cate,  so  being  completed,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  person  making  such  en- 
try, who  shall  forthwith  take  the  same  to  the  bank  designated  in  said  cer- 
tificate ;  and  the  said  person  shall  then  and  there,  leaving  one  of  the  said 
certificates  with  the  said  bank,  deposite  in  the  said  bank  the  amount  so 
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stated  to  bt  dve  in  said  certificate  to  the  (Tedit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States  ;  and  the  bank  officer  receiving  such  deposite  shall  endorse 
oti  the  back  of  said  certificate  a  receipt  for  the  afHount  of  such  depositee 
which  certificate  so  eridorsed  shall  be  returned  to  the  collector  issuing  the 
same,  who  shall  therevpon  deliver  to  the  person  making  such  entry  a  per-

And  be  it  further  enacted^  Tliat,  in  all  cases  in  which  by  law  the 
duties  are  secured  to  be  paid  by  bond,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to 
deposite  the  duty  bonds,  heretofore  and  hereafter  to  be  taken,  in  a  bank  de- 
signatedfor  the  purpose  as  aforesaid,  and  that  whenever  any  such  bond  shall 
be  paid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bank  holding  such  bonds  to  carry  the 
amount  paid  thereon  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector,  on  depositing  said  bonds,  to  prepare 
abstracts  of  said  bonds^  $0  to  be  deposited,  in  triplicate,  one  of  which  shall 
be  delivered  to  the  naval  officer,  and^  after  being  compared  with  said  bonds, 
shall  be  recorded  by  him  ;  another  shall  be  delivered  with  the  said  bonds  to 
the  said  bank,-and  the  other  shall  be  retained  by  the  said  collector,  and 
recorded  in  his  office  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  djity  of  the  said  bank,  of  the  said 
collector^  and  also  of  the  said  naval  officer,  respectively^  to  make  monthly 
returns  of  siich  abstracts  to  the  First  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  who  shall 
compare  the  same^  and  therefrom  state  an  account  with  the  said  bank,  and 
the  said  collector ;  audit  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  bank  to  make  weekly 
returns  of  tlie  bonds  so  deposited,  which  may  be  paid  at  maturity^  and 
also  of  stich  of  the  said  bonds  as  are  put  in  suit,  in  the  manner  herein- 
after directed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  fees  on  making  entry,  and 
all  other  fees  due  and  payable  according  to  law,  at  the  several  custom- 
housess  shall  be  received  by  the  cashier  thereof  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
keep  an  exact  account  thereof  and,  with  a  copy  of  said  accoimt,  to  deposite^ 
from  day  to  day,,  the  amount  of  fees  so  received  by  himj  to  the  credit  of  the 
Treasurtr  of  the  United  States,  in  a  bank  designated  for  that  purpose,  and 
to  make  weekly  returns  to  the  collector  and  naval  officer,  vf  the  amount  of 
fees  so  received,  and  deposited  by  him  ;  audit  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector 
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to  endorse  on  each  entry  the  amount  of  fees  diie  and  payable  thereon^  whidi 
endorsement  shall  be  transferred  by  the  naval  officer  to  a  book  to  be  kept  by 
him  for  tliat  purjmse;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bank  aforesaid  to  dis- 
tinguishf  in  its  returns  to  the  Treasury  of  its  account,  the  siLms  so  received^ 
from  time  to  time^for  fees  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  make 
weekly  returns  to  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  the  am^ount  of 
fees  so  endorsed  on  the  said  entry. 

Sec.  6.  •ind  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  bankf 
in  which  said  bonds,  sliall  be  deposited  for  collection^  wheneyser  a  bond  shall 
not  be  paid  at  maturity,  forthwith,  and  without  delay f  to  deliver  tlie  same 
to  the  district  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the  district  in  which  the 
said  bank  is  sittiated,  to  be  put  in  suit;  and,  upon  so  delivering  said  bondr 
to  take  from  the  said  attorney  triplicate  receipts  of  the  same^  07ie  of  which 
shall  be  sent  by  the  said  bank  to  the  collector  from  wliom  he  received  the  said 
bonds,  one  shall  be  sent  to  the  First  Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  other 
shall  be  retained  by  the  said  bank :  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district 
attorney,  on  receiving  said  bond,  to  send  to  the  First  Anditort  and  to  the 
Solicitor  of  the -Treasury,  respectively,  an  abstract  of  such  bof^  so  delivered 
to  him;  audit  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Comptroller,  on  receiving  said  re- 
ceipt and  abstract,  to  compare  the  same^and  to  give  to  the  collector  credit  far 
such  bonds  so  put  in  suit,  and  to  open  an  account  with  said  district  attorney 9 
cliarging  him  with  the  amount  of  said  bond  so  delivered  to  him  as  aforesaid. 
"  Sec  7.  *^nd  be  itfurtlier  enacted.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  district 
attorney,  in  all  cases  where  payment  shall  be  offered  to  be  made  in  any  suit 
brought,  or  directed  to  be  brought,  by  him  on  any  bond  for  any  fine,  penalty, 
or  forfeiture,  or  other  demarid  on  behalf  of  the  United  States  ^  to  deliver  to 
the  person  who  proposes  to  pay  the  same  a  certificate,  in  triplicate,  contain- 
ing the  title  of  the  smt,  a  brief  statement  of  tlie  demand^  the  date  thereof, 
and  the  amount  due  thereon;  and  the  person  to  wliom  the  said  certificates 
are  delivered  shall,  on  the  day  of  the  date  thereof,  take  the  same  to  the  bank 
designated  in  said  certificate,  and  then  and  there  deposite  in  the  said  bank, 
to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  the  anunint  stated  to  be 
due  in  said  certificate  ;  and  the  officer  of  said  bank  shall  endorse  on  said 
certificate  a  receipt  for  the  amaimt  so  deposited^  and,  retaining  one  of  said 
certificates,  shall  deliver  the  others  to  the  person  producing  the  same,  who 
shall  forthwith,  retaining  one  of  the  said  certificates,  redeliver  the  other  to 
the  district  attorney  who  issued  the  same ;  and  the  said  district  attorney 
sliall,  on  receiving  the  said  certificate  endorsed  as  aforesaid,  dismiss  the  said 
suit;  and  no  suit  instituted  shall  besuspeiuled  or  dismissed  until  such  certi^ 
ficate,  so  endorsed^  shall  be  returned  to  the  district  attorney  as  aforesaid  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  bank  to  make  weekly  returns  to  the  First 
•Auditor  of  the  Treasury  of  all  such  certificates,  with  the  receipts  endorsed

ments,  whenever  it  can  be  done,  shall  be  only  made  by  checks  drawn  on  the 
said  deposite  to  the  order  of  the  person  receiving  the  sam,e,  specifying  the 
particular  object  or  purpose  for  which  each  is  drawn  ;  and  that  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  bank,  on  which  the  said  checks  shall  be  drawn,  to  make 
weekly  returns  of  the  checks  so  drawn  and  paid,  together  with  a  cojyy  of 
the  account  of  such  officer  or  other  person  with  the  said  bank,  to  the  proper 
accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  Department,  to  the  end  that  the  name 
may  be  examined  and  comparsd,  and  that  the  account  of  such  officer  or 
person  may  be  promptly  and  truly  stated  and  adjusted. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  whenever  any  certificate  of  de- 
benture or  bofinty  shall  become  due  and  payable  according  to  law,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to  endorse  on  said  certificate  an  order  on  the 
bank  in  which  the  public  moneys  are  deposited  for  his  district,  directing 
the  payment  of  the  same  ;  and  that  upon  the  presentation  of  the  said  order, 
countersigned  by  the  naval  officer,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  bank  to

certificates  of  debenture  and  bounty,  so  paid  as  aforesaid  ;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  said  bank,  from  time  to  time,  upon  the  settlement  with  the 
Treasurer  of  the  United  tStates  of  his  account  with  the  said  bank,  to  re- 
turn the  said' original  certificates,  with  the  orders  of  payment  endorsed 
thereon,  to  the  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  that  the  same  may  be 
examined  and  com.pared  by  him  with  the  returns  of  the  said  naval  officer 
and  collector  ;  and  further,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  collector 
and  naval  officer  to  make  weekly  returns  of  all  certificates  of  debenture  and 
bounty  issued  by  them,  which  said  returns  shall  contain  a  statement  of 
the  amount  to  be  paid  on  said  certificate,  the  number  thereof,  and  the  name 
of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  made  payable. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  any  officer  mentioned  or  re- 
ferred to  in  this  act,  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  returns  as  are 
herein  required  to  be  made,  and  truly  and  diligently  to  perfprm  the  duties 
required  of  him  by  this  act,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  department 
to  which  the  duties  of  the  said  officer  appertain,  forthwith  to  report  such 
neglect  or  refusal  to  the  President  of  the  United  States  ;  and  if  such  ne- 
glect or  refusal  shall  not  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  the  said  officer  shall 
forthwith  be  removed  from  (ffice,  and  such  other  legal  remedies  shall  be 
applied  as  the  case  may  warrant ;  and  if  any  bank  in  which  the  public 
money  m.ay  be  deposited,  as  aforesaid^  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  m,ake  the 
returns  required  by  this  act  to  be  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of 
the  department  to  which  such  returns  are  required  to  be  made,  forthwith 
to  report  the  same  to  the  President,  who,  if  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall 
not  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  shall  cause  the  publiQ  money  deposited 
in  such  bank  to  be  removed  therefrom ;"

And  whereas,  its  opinions,  when  thus  expressed,  become  part  of  its  pro- 
ceedings, of  which  the  constitution  provides  that  a  permanent  record  shall 
be  kept : 

And  whereas,  the  resolution  of  the  16th  January,  1837,  and  the  act  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  in  compliance  with  it,  was  a  violation  of  the 
constitution,  inasmuch  as,  in  legal  contemplation,  it  destroyed,  and  in  fact 
defeated  the  record  of  the  proceeding  to  which  it  refers  ;  wlierefore, 

Resolvedf  That  the  resolution  of  the  16th  January,  1837^  commonly 
called  the  expunging  resolution,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  rescinded^  and 
.shall  be  forever  hereafter  held  as  naught.;  and  that,  in-  all  future  publica- 
tions of  that  portion  of  the  journal  which  contains  the  resolution  of  1833-4, 
and  in  all  copies  which  may  hereafter  be  made  of  the  same,  for  any  official 
or  le^ixl  purpose,  the  said  resolution  of  1833-4  shall  be  published  and 
copied  as  it  was  originally  entered  on  the  said  journal,  without  any  notice 
whatever  of  the  superscription  which  was  erroneously,  irregularly,. and

The  fbUowing  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Van  Buren,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

1  lay  before  Congress  seveml  despatches  from  his  excellency  the  Governor 
of  Maine,  with  enclosures,  communicating  certain  proceedings  of  the  Le- 
gislature of  that  State,  and  a  copy  of  the  reply  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
made  by:  my  direction^  together  with  a  note  from.  H*  S.  Fox,  Esq.,  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  Irreat  Britain,  with  the 
answer  ol  the  Secretary  of  State  to  the  same. 

It  will  appear  from  those  documents  that  a  numerous  band  of  lawless  and 
desperate  men,  chiefly  from  the  adjoining  British  provinces,  but  without 
the  authority  or.  sanction  of  the  Provincial  Government,  had  trespassed 
i^pon  that  portion  of  the  territory  in  dispute  between  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  which  is  watered  by  the  river  Aroostook,  and  claimed  to  her 
long  to  the  State  of  Maine;  and  that  they  had  committed  extensive  depreda* 
tions  there  by  cutting  and:  destroying  a  very  large  quantity  of  timber.    It 
will  further  appear  that  the  Governor  of  Maine,  having  been  officially  ap- 
prised  of  the  circumstance,  had  communicated  it  to  the  Legislature,  with  a 
recommeadation  of  such  provisions,  in  addition  to  those  already  existing 
by  law,  as  would  enable  him  to  arrest  the  course  of  said  depredations,  dis- 
perse the  trespassers,  and  secure  the  timber  which  they  were  about  carrying 
away ;.  that  in  compliance  with  a  resolve  of  the  Legislature,  passed  in  pur- 
suance of  his  recommendation,  his  excellency  had  despatched,  the  land 
agent  of  the  State,  with  a  Ibrce  deemed  adequate  to  that  purpose,  to  the 
scene  of  the  alleged  depredations,  vyho,  after  accomplishing  a  paj::t  of.hisu 
duty,  WHS  seized!  by  a  band  of  the  trespassers,  at  a  house  claimed  to  he* 
within  the  jnrisdiction  of  Maine,  whither  he  had  repaired  for  the  purpose 
of  meeting  and  consulting  with  the  land  agent  of  the  province  of  New 
Brunswick,  and  conveyed  as  a  prisoner  to  Frederickton,  in  that  province, 
together  with  two  other-citizens  of  the  State,  who  were  assisting  him  in  the 
discharge  of  his  duty. 

It  will  also  appear  that  the  Governor  and  Legislature  of  Maine,  satisfi^ed 
that  the  trespassersr  had  acted  in  defiance  of  the  laws  of  both  countries, 
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learning  that  they  were  in  possession  of  arms,  and  anticipating  (correctly, 
as  the  result  has  proved)  that  persons  of  their  reckless  and  desperate  charac- 
ter would  set  at  nought  the  authority  of  the  magistrates,  without  the  aid  of 
a  strong  force,  had  authorized  the  sheriff,  and  the  officer  appointed  in  the 
place  bf  the  land  agent,  to  employ,  at  the  expense  of  the  State,  au  armed 
posse,  who  had  proceeded  to  the  scene  of  these  depredations,  with  a  view  to 
the  entire  dispersion  or  arrest  of  the  trespassers,  and  the  protection  of  the 
public  property. 

In  the  correspondence  between  the  Governor  of  Maine  and  Sir  John 
Harvey,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  has 
grown  out  of  these  occurrences,  and  is  likewise  herewith  communicated, 
the  former  is  requested  to  recall  the  armed  party  advanced  into  the  disputed 
territory  for  the  arrest  of  trespassers,  and  is  informed  that  a  strong  body  of 
British  troops  is  to  beheld  in  readiness  to  support  and  protect  the  aiKhority 
and  subjects  of  Great  Britain  in  said  territory.  In  answer  to  that  request,  the 
Provincial  Governor  is  informed  of  the  determination  of  the  State  of  Maine 
to  support  the  land  a^ent  and  his  party  in  the  performance  of  their  duty, 
and  the  same  determination,  for  the  execution  of  which  provision  is  made 
by  a  resolve  of  the  State  Legislature,  is  communicated  by  the  Governor 
to  the  General  Government. 

The  Lieutenant  Governor  of  New  Brunswick,  in  calling  upon  the  Gov- 
ernor 6f  Maine  for  the  recall  of  the  land  agent  and  his  party  from  the 
disputed  territory,  and  the  British  Minister  in  making  a  similar  demand 
upon  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  proceed  upon  the  assumption 
that  an  agreement  exists  between  the  two  nations  conceding  to  Great 
Britain,  until  the  final  settlenient  of  the  boundary  question,  exclusive  pos- 
session of,  and  jurisdiction  over,  the  territory  in  dispute.  The  important 
bearing  which  such  an  agreement,  if  it  existed,  would  have  upon  the  con* 
dition  and  interests  of  the  parties,  and  the  influence  it  might  kave  upon 
the  adjustment  of  the  dispute,  are  too  obvious  to  allow  the  error  upon  which 
this  assumption  seems  to  rest  to  pass  for  a  moment  without  correction. 
The  answer  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  Mr.  Fox's  note  will  show  the 
ground  taken  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  upon  this  point.  It 
IS  believed  that  all  the  correspondence  which  has  passed  between  the  two 
Governments  upon  this  subject  has  already  been  communicated  to  Con- 
gress, and  is  now  on  their  files.  An  abstract  of  it,  however,  hastily  pre- 
pared, accompanies  this  communication.  It  is  possible  that  in  thus  abridg- 
ing a  voluminous  correspondence,  commencing  in  1825  and  continuing  to 
a  very  recent  period,  a  portion  may  have  been  accidentally  overlooked  ;  but 
it  is  believed  that  nothing  has  taken  place  which  would  materially  change 
the  aspect  of  the  question  as  therein  presented,  .  Instead  of  sustaining  the 
assumption  of  the  British  functionaries,  that  correspondence  disproves  the 
existence  of  any  such  agreement.  It  shows  that  the  two  Governments  have 
differed  not  only  in  regard  to  the  main  question  of  title  to  the  territory  in 
dispute,  but  with  reference  also  to  the  right  of  jurisdiction,  and  the  fact 
of  the  actual  exercise  of  it  in  different  portions,  thereof.  Alwajrs  aiming* 
at  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  dispute,  both  parties  have  entertained 
and  repeatedly  urged  upon  each  other  a  desire,  that  each  should  exercise 
its  rights,  whatever  it  considered  them  to  be,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid 
collision,  and  allay,  to  the  greatest  practicable  extent,  the  excitement  likel/ 
to  grow  out  of  the  controversy.  It  was  in  pursuance  of  such  an  under- 
standing that  Maine  and  Massachusetts,  upon  the  remonstrance  of  Great 
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Britain,  desisted  from  making  sales  of  lands,  and  the  General  Government 
from  the  construction  of  a  projected  military  road  in  a  portion  of  the  ter- 
ritory of  which  they  claimed  to  have  enjoyed  the  exclusive  possession  ;  and 
that  Great  Britain,  on  her  part,  in  deference  to  a  similar  remonstrance  from 
the  United  States,  suspended  the  issue  of  licenses  to  cut  timber  in  the  terri- 
tory in  controversy,  and  also  the  survey  and  location  of  a  railroad  through 
a  section  of  country  over  which  she  also  claimed  to  have  exercised  exclu- 
sive jurisdiction. 

The  State  pf  Maine  had  a  right  to  arrest  the  depredations  complained 
of;  it  belonged  to  her  to  judge  of  the  exigency  of  the  occasion  calling  for 
her  interference ;  and  it  is  presumed  that,  had  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of 
New  Brunswick  been  correctly  advised  of  the  nature  ot  the  proceedings  of 
the  State  of  Maine,  he  would  not  have  regarded  the  transaction  as  requir- 
ing, on  his  part,  any  resort  to  force.    Eadi  party  claiming  a  right  to  the 
territory,  and  hence  to  the  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  it,  it  is  manifest  that, 
to  prevent  the  destruction  of  the  timber  by  trespassers,  acting  against  the 
authority  of  both,  and  at  the  same  time  avoid  forcible  collision  between  the 
contiguous  Governments  during:  the  pendency  of  negotiations  concerning 
the  title,  resort  must.be  hhd  to  the  mutual  exercise  of  jurisdiction  in  such 
extreme  cases,  or  to  an  amicable  and  temporary  arrangement  as  to  the  limits 
within  which  it  should  be  exercised  by  each  party.    The  understanding 
supposed  to  exist  between  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  has  been 
found  heretofore  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  and  I  believe  will  prove  so 
hereafter,  if  the  parties  on  the  frontier,  directly  interested  in  the  question, 
are  respectively  governed  by  a  just  spirit  of  conciliation  and  forbearance. 
If  it  shall  be  found,  as  there  is  now  reason  to  apprehend,  that  there  is,  in 
the  modes  of  construing  that  understanding  by  the  two  Governments,  a 
difference  not  to  be  reconciled,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  propose  to  her  Britan- 
nic Majesty's  Government  a  distinct  arrangement  for  the  temporary  and 
mutual  exercise  of  jurisdiction,  by  means  oi  which  similar  difficulties  Oiay 
in  future  be  prevented. 

But  between  an  effort  on  the  part  of  Maine  to  preserve  the  property  in 
dispute  from  destruction  by  intruders,  and  a  military  occupation  by  that 
State  of  the  territory,  with  a  view  to  hold  it  by  force,  while  the  settlement 
is  a  subject  of  negotiation  between  the  two  Governments,  there  is  an  essen- 
tiiil  difference,  as  well  In  respect  to  the  position  of  the  State,  as  to  the  duties 
of  the  General  Government.    In  a  letter  addressed  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  to  the  Governor  of  Maine,  on  the  first  of  March  last,  giving  a  detailed 
statement  of  the  steps  which  had  been  taken  by  the  Federal  Government 
to  bring  the  controversy  to  a  termination,  and  designed  to  apprise  the 
Governor  of  that  State  of  the  views  of  the  Federal  Executive  la  respect 
to  the  future,  it  was  stated,  that  while  the  obligations  of  the  Federal  Gov- 
ernment to  do  all  in  its  power  to  effect  the  settlement  of  the  boundary  ques- 
tion were  fully  recognised,  it  had,  in  the  event  of  being  unable  to  do  so 
specifically,  by  mutual  consent,  no  other  means  to  accomplish'  that  object 
aniicably,  than  by  another  arbitration,  or  by  a  commission  with  an  umpire 
in  the  nature  of  an  arbitration  ;  and  that,  in  the  event  of  all  other  measures 
failing,  the  President  would  feel  it  his  duty  to  submit  another  proposition 
to  the  Government  of  Great  Britain,  to  refer  the  decision  of  the  question 
to  a  tliird  power.     These  are  still  my  views  upon  the  subject ;  and  until 
this  step  shall  have  been  taken,  1  cannot  think  it  proper  to  invoke  the  atten- 
tion of  Congress  to  other  than  amicable  means  for  the  settlement  of  the 
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controversy,  or  to  cause  the  military  power  of  the  Federal  Government  to 
be  brought  in  aid  of  the  State  of* Maine^  in  any  attempt  to  eflect  thatob(ject 
hy  a  resort  to  force. 

On  the  other  band,  if  the  authorities  of  New  Brunswick  should  attempt 
to  enforce  the  claim  of  exclusive  jurisdiction  set  up  by  them,  by  means  of 
a  military  occupation  on  their  part  of  the  disputed  territory,  1  shall  feel 
myself  bound  to  consider  the  contingency  provided  by  the, constitution  as 
having  occurred,  on  the  happening  of  which  a  State  has  the  right  to  call 
for  the  aid  of  the;  Federal  Government  to  repel  invasion. 

I  have  expressed  to  the  British  Minister  near  this  Government  a  confident 
expectation  that  the.  agents  ot  the  State  of  Maine,  who  have  been  arrested 
under  an  obvious  misapprehension  of  the  object  of  their  mission,  will  be 
prpmptly  released;  and  to  the  Governerof  Maine  that  a  sixnilar  course,  will 
be  pursued  in  regard  to  the  agents  of  the  province  of  New  Brunswick.  I 
have  also  recommended  that  any  militia  that  may  have  been  brought 
together  by  the.  State  of  Maine,  from:  an  apprehension  of  a  collision  with 
the:  Government  or  people  of  the  British  province^  will  be  voluntarily  and 
peaceably  disbanded. 

1  cannot  alio w; myself  to  doubt  that:  the  reisults  anticipated  from  these 
representation?  will  be  seasonably  realized.  The  parties  more  immediately 
interested,  cannot  but  perceive  that  an  appeal  to  arms,  under  exisfingcircum - 
stances,  will  not  only  prove  fatal  to  their  present  interests,  but  would  post- 
ponei  if  not  defeat,  the  attainment  of  the  main  objects  which  they  have  in 
view.  The  very  incidents  which  have  recently  occurred  will  necessarily 
awaken  the  Governments  to  the  importance  of  promptly  adjusting  a  dispute, 
by  which  it  is  now  made  manifest  that  the  peace  of  the  two  nations  is  .daily 
and  imminently  endangered.  This  expecUition  is  further  warranted  by  the 
general  forbearance  which  has  hitherto  characterized  the  conduct  of  the 
GiQvernment  and  people  on  both  sides  of  the  line.  In  the  uniform  patriot- 
ism of  Maine,  her  attachment  to  tlie  Union,  her  respect  for  the  wishes  of  the 
people  of  her  sister  States,  of  whose  interest  in  her  welfare  she  cannot  be 
imconscious,  and  in  the  solicitude  felt  by.  the  country  at  large  for  the  pre- 
servation of  peace  with  our  neighbors,  we  have  a  strong  guarantee  that  she 
will  not  disregard  the  request  that  has  been  made  of  her* 

Asj  however,  the  session  of  Congress  is  about  to  terminate,  and  the  agency 
of  the  Executive  may  become  necessary  during  the  recess,  it  is  important 
that  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  should  be  drawn  to  the  considciration 
of  such  measures  as  may  be  calculated  to  obviate  the  necessity  of  a  call  for 
an  extra  session.  With  that  view,  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  lay  the 
whole  matter  before  you,  and  to  invite  such  action  thereon  as  you  may 
think  the  occasion  requires.

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Province  of  New  Brunswick,  which  formed  the  subject  of  my  message  of 
the  26th  instant ;  and,  also,  a  copy  of  a  memorandum  signed  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  of  the  United  States  and  her  Britannic  Majosty^s  Envoy  Ex- 
traordinary and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  near  the  United  States,  of  the 
terms  upon  which  it  is  believed  that  all  hostile  collision  can  be  avoided  on 
the  frontier,  consistently  with,  and  respecting,  the  claims  on  either  side. 
As  the  British  Minister  acts  without  specific  authority  from  his  Govern- 
ment, it  will  be  observed  that  this  memorandum  has  but  the  force  of  recom- 
mendation on  the  provincial  authorities  and  on  the  Government  of  the 
State.

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  instructed  to  report  to  the  Sen- 
ate, at  the  commencement  of  the  session  in  December  next,  or  as  soon  there- 
after as  may  be,  what  measures  have  been  taken,  since  the  last  report  of 
Messrs.  Crawford  and  Balch,  in  setding  the  claims  of  the  purchasers  of 
reservations  growing, out  of  the  Creek  treaty  of  1832;  and,  particularly, 
what  further  action  has  been  had  on  the  contract  of  J.  C.  Watson  &  Co., 
as  conditionally  ratified  by  the  late  President  of  the  United  States ;  and 
upon  the  assents  of  the  individual  reservees  to  that  contract,  purporting  to 
have  been  taken  by  Captain  John  Page ;  what  chnrges  have  been  made  im- 
peaching those  assents,  together  with  the  evidence  filed  thereon  ;  also,  copies 
of  all  correspondence  on  ihe  subject  of  referring  said  contract  to  the  ex- 
amination of  a  commissioner  or  commissioners,  with  the  instructions  given 
10  said  commissioner,  and  his  decision  thereon,  as  to  the  legality  of  said 
contract  under  the  treaty,  and  of  the  validity  of  the  assents  so  taken  ;  par- 
ticularly, whether  any  assents,  purporting  to  be  signed  by  the  original 
reservees,  are  in  fact  not  signed  by  such  reservees  ;  and  that  he  furnish  a 
list  of  the  reservees  whose  lands  are  included  in  the  Watson  contract,  and 
who  are  marked  on  the  register  of  the  certifying  agents  as  being  dead  ;  and, 
also,  a  list  of  those  Indians  entitled  to  reservations,  who  diea  and  were 
killed  in  the  Florida  war,  and  of  those  who  died  on  the  route  from  Alabama 
to  their  destination  west  of  the  Mississippi,  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
officers  in  charge  of  the  different  emigrating  parties. 
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Resolved,  farther,  That  the  Secretary  of  War  be  instructed  to  issue  no 
patent  ill  confirmation  of  the  Watson  contract,  nor  to  make  any  final  de- 
cision adverse  to  private  claimants,  and  in  favor  of  said  contract,  until  the 
report  required  in  the  preceding  resolution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  exam- 
ination of  the  Senate. 

Mr.  Wright,  by  unanimous  consent,  had  leave  to  introduce  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  there  be  allowed  and  paid  to  James  Tims,  for  services 
during  the  present  session,  in  assorting  and  delivering  the  mail  and  Senate 
documents,  three  hundred  dollars.

copies  ;  for  the  Committees  on  Public  Lands  and  Private  Lund  Claims  of 
each  House,  three  copies,  and  for  each  other  committee  of  either  House,  one 
copy ;  for  the  Library  of  Congress,  ten  copies  ;  and  that  the  residue  remain 
subject  to  the  further  order  of  the  Senate.

1.  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  can  discover  no  trace,  throughout  the  long- 
correspondence  which  has  been  submitted  to  them,  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  of  any  understanding,  ex-^ 
press  or  implied,  much  less  of  any  "  explicit  agreement,"  such  as  is  now- 
alleged,  that  the  territory  in  dispute  between  them  on  the  northeastern 
boundary  of  the  latter  shall  be  placed  and  remain  under  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  lier  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  until  the  settlement  of 
the  question :  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  that  there  was,  and  is,  a  clear 
subsisting  understanding  between  the  parties,  under  which  they  have  both 
acted,  that,  until  this  question  can  be  finally  determined,  each  of  them  shall 
refrain  from  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  over  any  portion  of  the  disputed 
territory,  except  such  parts  of  it  as  may  have  been  in  the  actual  possession 
of  the  one  or  the  other  party. 

2.  Resolved,  That  whilst  the  United  States  are  bound,  in  good  faith,  to 
comply  with  this  understanding,  durinj?  the  pendency  of  negotiations,  the 
Senate  cannot  perceive  that  the  State  of  Maine  has  violated  the  spirit  of  it, 
by  merely  sending,  under  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  her  land  agent, 
with  a  sufficient  force,  into  the  disputed  territory,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
expelling  lawless  trespassers  engaged  in  impairing  its  value  by  cultinff 
down  the  timber  ;  both  parties  having  a  common  right,  and  being  bounS 
by  a  common  duty,  to  expel  such  intruders  from  a  territory  to  which  each 
claims  title  j  taking  care,  however,  to  retire  withip  their  acknowledged 
limits  when  this  single  object  shall  have  been  accomplished. 

3.  Resolved,  That  should  her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  in  viola- 
tion of  the  clear  understanding  between  the  parties,  persist  in  carrying  its 
avowed  determination  into  execution,  and  attempt,  by  military  force,  to  as- 
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same  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  disputed  territory,  all  of  which,  they 
firmly  believe,  rightfully  belongs  to  the  State  of  Maine,  the  exigency,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Senate,  will  then  have  occurred,  rendering  it  the  imperative 
duty  of  the  President,  under  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  to  call  forth  the 
militia,  and  employ  the  military  force  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose 
of  repelling  such  an  invasion.  And,  in  this  ev^nt,  the  Senate  will  cordi- 
ally co-operate  with,  and  sustain  the  President,  in  defending  the  rights  of 
the  country. 

4.  Resolved^  That  should  the  British  authorities  refrain  from  attempting 
a  military  occupation  of  the  territory  in  dispute,  and  from  enforcing  their 
claim  to  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  it  by  arms,  that  then,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Senate,  the  State  of  Maine  ouffht,  on  her  part,  to  pursue  a  course  of 
similar  forbearance.  And  should  siie  refuse  to  do  so,  and  determine  to  settle 
the  controversy  for  herself,  by  force,  the  adjustment  of  which  is  intrusted, 
under  the  constitution,  to  the  Federal  Government,  in  such  an  event  there 
will  be  no  obligation  imposed  on  that  Government  to  sustain  her  by  mili- 
tary aid.

The  armories,  arsenals,  magazines,  and  foundries,  either  con- 
structed or  deemed  necessary  ;  with  a  conjectural  estimate  of  the  expense  of 
constructing  such  of  said  establishments  as  may  not  yet  be  completed  or 
commenced,  but  which  may  be  deemed  necessary.

necessary,  within  a  reasonable  time. 

Sixth.  The  navy  yards,  docks,  and  naval  estabhshments  of  any  kind, 
either  constructed  or  commenced,  or  deemed  necessary,  with  the  probable 
expense  of  completing*  the  same  ;  with  any  other  information  or  siigofes- 
tions  which  the  President  may  deem  necessary  to  be  communicated  to 
Conorress,  in  order  to  exhibit  a  full  view  of  what  is  necessary  to  be  dooej 
and  the  probable  cost  thereof,  to  place  the  United  States  in  a  proper  state  of 
defence,  by  land  and  water,  and  on  each  of  the  four  grenrt  lines  of  defence 
which  her  frontiers  present.

So  the  resolutions  were  agreed  to,  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  can  discover  no  trace,  throughout  the  long 
correspondence  which  has  been  submitted  to  them,  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States,  of  any  understanding, 
express  or  implied,  much  less  of  any  "explicit, agreement,"  such  as  is  now 
alleged,  that  the  territory  in  dispute  between  them  on  the  northeastern 
boundary  of  the  latter,  shall  be  placed  and  remain  under  the  exclusive 
jurisdiction  of  her  Britannic  Majesty'^  Government  until  the  settlement  of  the 
question  ;  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  that  there  was  and  is  a  clear  subsist- 
ing understanding  between  the  parties,  under  which  they  have  both  acted, 
that,  until  this  question  shall  be  finally  determined,  each  of  them  shall 
refrain  from  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  over  any  portion  of  the  disputed 
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territory,  except  such  parts  of  it  as  may  have  been  in  the  actual  possession 
of  the  one  or  the  other  party. 

Resolved,  That  whilst  the  United  States  are  bound,  in  good  faith,  to 
comply  with  this  understanding,  during  the  pendency  of  negotiations,  the 
Senate  cannot  perceive  that  the  State  of  Maine  has  viofated  the  spirit  of  it 
by  merely  sending,  under  the  authority  of  the  Legislature,  her  land  agent, 
with  a  sufficient  force,  into  the  disputed  territory,  for  the  sole  purpose  of 
expelling  lawless  trespassers  engaged  in  impairing  its  value  by  cutting 
down  the  timber ;  both  parties  having  a  common  right,  and  bein^  bound  by 
a  common  duty,  to  expel  such  intruders  from  a  territory  to  which  each 
claims  title,  taking  care,  liowever,  to  retire  within  their  acknowledged 
limits  when  this  single  object  shall  have  been  accomplished. 

Resolvedj  That  should  her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government,  in  violation 
of  the  clear  understanding  between  the  parlies,  persist  in  carrying  its  avow- 
ed determination  into  execution,  and  attempt,  by  military  force,  to  assume 
exclusive  jurisdiction  over  the  disputed  territory,  all  of  which,  they  firmly 
believe,  rightfully  belongs  to  the  State  of  Maine,  the  exigency,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Senate,  will  then  have  occurred,  rendering  it  the  imperative  duty  of  the 
President,  under  the  constitution  and  the  laws,  to  call  forth  the  raiUtia,  and 
employ  the  military  force  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  repelling 
such  an  invasion.  And  in  this  event  the  Senate  will  cordially  co-operate 
with  and  sustain  the  President  in  defending  the  rights  of  the  country. 

Resolved,  That  should  the  British  authorities  refrain  from  attempting  a 
military  occupation  of  the  territory  in  dispute,  and  from  enforcing  their 
claim  to  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  il  by  arms,  that  then,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Senate,  the  State  of  Maine  ought,  on  her  part,  to  pursue  a  course  of  sim- 
ilar forbearance,  and  leave  the  ultimate  vindication  of  her  rights  to  the  Gen- 
eral Government  of  the  United  States,  to  which  it  rightfully  and  constitu- 
tionally belongs. 

The  following  message  was  received  fVom  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Van  Buren,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  Stales : 

I  have  received  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  this  day  upon  the  sub- 
ject of  a  communication  made  to  you  by  the  Postmaster  General  on  the 
27th  ultimo,  and  have  the  satisfaction  of  laying  before  the  Senate  the  ac- 
companying letter  from  that  officer,  in  which  he  fully  disclaims  any  in- 
tended disrespect  to  the  Senate  in  the  communication  referred  to.

Executive  proceedings  of  the  Senate  on  the  Treaty  with  the  New  York 
^  ^  Indians. 

TUESDAY,  January  22,  1839. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States  by  Mr.  Abraham  Van  Buren,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

I  transmit  a  treaty  negotiated  with  the  New  York  Indians,  which  was 
submitted  to  your  body  in  June  last  and  amended. 

The  amendments  have,  in  pursuance  of  the  requirement  of  the  Senate, 
been  submitted  to  each  of  the  tribes  assembled  in  council,  for  their  free  and 
voluntary  assent  or  dissent  thereto. 

In  respect  to  all  the  tribes,  except  the  Senecas,  the  result  of  this  applica- 
tion has  been  entirely  satisfactory.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying 
papers  that  of  this  tribe,  the  most  important  of  those  concerned,  the  assent 
of  only  forty-two  out  of  eighty-one  chiefs  has  been  obtained.  I  deem  it 
advisable  under  these  circumstances  to  submit  the  treaty  in  its  modified 
form  to  the  Senate,  for  its  advice  in  regard  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  assent 
of  the  Senecas  to  the  amendments  proposed.

Mr.  Robbins  submitted  the  following  resolution  for  consideration  ;  which 
was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  woA  printed 
in  confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate : 

Resoli>edf  That  the  treaty  transmitted  to  the  Senate  by  the  President  in 
his  message  of  the22d  January,  1839,  entitled,  "A  treaty,  as  amended  by 
the  Senate,  atid  negotiated  with  the  New  York  Indians,"  be  suspended,  and 
no  further  action  be  had  thereon  till  the  next  session  of  Congress. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs  be,  and  hereby 
are,  instructed  to  investigate  the  manner  in  which  the  commissioner,  ap- 
pointed to  negotiate  said  treaty,  has  negotiated  the  same ;  whether  in  con- 
formity with,  or  in  violation  of,  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  resolution 
of  the  Senate  attached  to  said  amended  treaty,  in  the  words  following,  to 
wit : 

"  Resolved,  further,  (two  thiY  As  of  the  Senators  present,)  That  the  Senate 
advise  and  consent  to  the  ratificatian  of  the  supplemental  article  to  the 
treaty  concluded  at  Bufialo  Creek,  in  the  State  of  New  York.  January  the 
15th,  1838,  which  was  made  at  the  council-house  of  St.  Regis,  on  the  I3th 
day  of  February,  1838 :  Provided,  The  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  St. 
Regis  Indians  residing  in  New  York  will,  in  geneml  oouil«il,  acdept  and 
adopt  the  aforesaid  ^treaty  as  modified  by  the  jHreceding  resolution'  of  ratifi- 
cation. 

^<  Prpmd€d€dw€6ffs,andheitfvsr&ier  enmted,  (twoHhivds  of  the  Sehators 
concurring,)  That  said  treaty  shall  have  no  force  or  effM^  uBhWever,  afi  it 
prelates  to  any  of  said  tribes,  nations,  or  bands  of  New  York  Indians,  nor 
shall  it  be  understood  that  the  Senate  h&vis  assettted'to^ny  of  the  contracts 
connected  with  it,  until  the  same,  with  the  amendments  herein  proposed,  is 
submitted,  and  fully  and  fairly  eXfJained  by  the  commissidneif  of  the  United 
States  to  each  of  said  tribes  of  bmidi^  separately  assembled  in  coum^il,  and 
they  have  given  their  free  and  voluntary  consefiit  thereto ;  and  if  one  or 
more  of  said  tribes  or  bands,  when  consulted  as  aforesaid,  shall  finely  as* 
sent  to  said  treaty  as  amended,  and  to  their  contract  connected  thojrewitb,  it 
shall  be  binding  and  obliga/tory  ufion  tfaf<»nso  assenting,  althclugd  oth^r 
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or  others  of  said  bands  or  tribes  shall  not  give  their  assent,  and  thereby 
cease  to  be  parties  thereto  :  Provided,  further ^  That  if  any  portion  or  part 
of  said  Indians  do  not  emigrate,  the  President  shall  retain  a  proper  propor- 
tion of  said  sum  of  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  also  de- 
duct, from  the  qaantity  of  land  allowed  west  of  the  Mississippi,  such  number 
of  acres  as  will  leave  to  each  emigrant  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres 
only." 

And^lso  to  investigate  the  manner  and  means  by  which  the  several  sig- 
natures of  said  Indian  chiefe  to  said  treaty  have  been  procured  and  ob- 
tained. 

And  that  said  committee  be  vested  with  full  powers  to  send  for  per- 
sons and  papers,  and  to  carry  on  said  investigations  either  here  or  at  Buflalo, 
or  both,  as  they  may  find  it  most  expedient  and  .proper. 

And  that  said  committee  be  instructed  to  report  their  proceedings,  and  the 
result  of  their  investigations  in  the  premises,  to  the  Senate,  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be. 

FRIDAY,  February  1,  1839. 

Mr.  Sevier  submitted  a  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  transmitting  two 
communications  from  Edward  Everett,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Massa- 
chusetts, with  a  statement  from  the  commissioner  on  the  part  of  that  State, 
that  the  New  York  Indians  had  not  been  assembled  in  council  to  decide 
upon  the  treaty  with  those  Indians  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  a  de- 
claration signed  by  sixty-four  chiefs  and  residents  of  the  Seneca  nation, 
opposed  to  selling  their  lands  and  to  remove  therefrom. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  letter,  and  the  documents  communicated  there- 
with, be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and  printed  in  confi- 
dence for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

SATURDAY,  February  2,  1839. 

• 

Mr.  Sevier  submitted  a  letter  from  Maris  B.  Pierce,  on  behalf  of  a  del^a^ 
tion  of  Seneca  Indians,  stating  that  Charles  R.  Gold,  who  appears  to«have 
acted  as  their  attorney,  had  refused  to  furnish  any  account  of  certain  docu* 
ments  belonging  to  them,  that  had  been  lost,  and  requesting  that  the  said 
Gold  be  required  to  furnish  a  statement  relative  to  said  documents. 
On  motion  by  Mr.  Sevier, 

Resolved,  That  the  letter  from  Maris  B.  Pierce,  on  behalf  of  the  delega- 
tion of  Seneca  Indians,  in  relation  to  certain  documents  belonging  to  that 
delegation,  said  to  have  been  lost,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian 
AflTairs,  and  that  the  said  committee  have  power  to  send  for  persons  and 
papers. 

TUESDAY,  Pepruary  6,  1839. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Tallmddge, 
Resolved,  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the  treaty 
negotiated  with  the  New  York  Indians  at  Buffalo  Creek,  on  the  16th  Janu- 
ary, 1838,  as  amended  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  11th  June, 
X838,  and  since  submitted  to  the  said  Indians  for  their  assent  to  the  treaty 
as  amended,  which  was  transmitted  to  the  Senate  on  the  22d  ultimo ;  and, 
also,  from  all  the  documents  received  in  relation  to  the  said  treaty,  which 
have  been  ordered  to  be  printed  in  confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 
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SATURDAY,  February  9, 1839. 

* 

Mr.  Sevier  presented  the  memorial  of  Israel  Jemison,  Seneca  White, 
Maris  B.  Pierce,  and  John  Kennedy,  jr.,  as'a  delegation  of  Seneca  Indians, 
stating  that  the  treaty  purporting  to  have  been  made  at  Buffalo  Creek,  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  with  the  New  York  Indians,  on  the  15th  of  Janu- 
ary, 1838,  and  as  amended  by  the  resolution  of  ratification  of  the  Senate 
of  the  11th  of  June,  1838,  returned- to  New  York  to  obtain  the  assent  of 
the  Indians  thereto,  has  never  received  the  assent  or  sanction  of  a  majority 
of  those  Indians ;  that  therefore  it  is  not  binding  on  them ;  and  protesting 
against  its  being  enforced  by  the  United  States. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  memorial,  and  the  documents  accompanying  the 
same,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and  printed  for  the 
use  of  the  Senate.

THURSDAY,  February  14,  1839. 

Mr.  Sevier  presented  the  memorial  of  Little  Johnson,  White  Seneca, 
Oeorge  Jimeson,  and  Nathaniel  T.  Strong,  as  a  delegation  of  the  Seneca 
Indians,  stating  that  the  treaty  with  the  New  York  Indians  now  before  the 
Senate  had  received  the  assent  of  the  said  Indians,  and  praying  that  ^e 
said  treaty  may  be  speedily  carried  into  effect. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  memorial  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian 
Affairs, 'and  printed  in  confidence  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

THURSDAY,  February  28, 1839. 

Mr.  Sevier,  from  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  to  whom  was  refened, 
on  the  22d  of  January  last,  the  message  communicating  the  treaty  with  the 
New  York  Indians,  made  at  Buffalo  on  the  15th  of  January,  1838,  as 
amended  by  the  Senate  by  resolution  of  ratification  ^of  the  11th  of  June, 
1838,  and  to  whom  have  since  been  referred  the  several  memorials,  letters, 
resolutions  and  communications  upon  the  subject  of  said  treaty,  submitted 
the  following  report : 

The  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Presidents 
'message  of  the2\st  of  January,  1839,  transmitting  a  ireatt/,  as  amend- 
ed hy  the  Senate,  which  was  negotiated  by  Ransom  H,  OUlet,  a  com- 
missioner on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and  the  chiefs,  headmen,  4*c. 
of  the  New .  York  Indians,  ^c,  report : 

That  the  oriffinal  treaty  was  concluded  on  the  15th  of  January,  1838,  by. 
Ransom  H.  Crillet,  a  commissioner  on  the  part  of  the  United  States,  and 
the  chie&,  headmen,  and  warriors  of  the  several  tribes  of  the  New  York 
Indians,  and  which  treaty,  thus  concluded,  was,  on  the  23d  day  of  April, 
1838,  transmitted  by  the  President  for  the  advisement  and  consent  of  the 
Senate, 

On  the  11th.  of  June,  1838,  this  treaty  was  considered  by  the  Senate, 
and  on  that  day  was  ratified  on  certain  conditions.  These  conditions  were, 
that  the  treaty  should  be  modified  and  amended  in  several  essential  partic- 
ulars, and  that  these  amendments  or  modifications  should  be  fully  and 
fairly  explained  to  each  tribe  separately  assembled  in  open  council,  and 
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that  a  majority  of  the  otuefe  sisould.  voluotarily  and  freely  assent  to  each 
and  all  of  the  amendments  made  hy  the  Senate.  This  being  done,  it  was 
the  sense  of  the  Senate  that  the  treaty  should,  in  that  events  be  binding  and 
'  complete,  and  in  failure  thereof,  that  the  treaty  should  have  no  force  or 
eSect 

The  committee  have  endeavored  to  ascertain  if  the  treaty,  as  amended, 
had  been  fnily  and  fairly  explained  in  open  council  to  each  tribe  separately 
assembled ;  and  with  this  view  they  have  carefully  examined  all  the  docu- 
ments stibmitted  with  the  treaty,  and  have  had  before  them  several  witnesses, 
who^  testimony  they  have  taken,  and  submit  the  same  herewith,  with 
this  report ;  and  after  this  examination,  and  after  hearing  this  testimony, 
which  was  taken  in  the  presence  of  the  commissioner  and  of  the  agent  of 
the  S^inepas,  and  in  the  presence  also  of  the  respective  delegations  of  Sene- 
cas,  one  of  which  is  in  favor  of,  and  the  other  against,  the  treaty  as  amend- 
ed, they  are  unanimoizslp  of  opinion  that  the  amendments  aforesaid  were 
fully  and  fairiy  explained  to  the  Indians  referred  to,  in  open  council,  to 
each  tribe  separately  assembled. 

Thenext  inquiry  with  the  committee  was  to  ascertain  if  the  amended 
treaty,  when  explained  as  above  stated,  had  been  freely  and  voinntarily 
assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the  Senecas. 

In  respect  to  all  the  tribes,  except  the  Senecas.  the  application  appears 
to  have  been  satisfactory  to  the  Executive ;  and  there  being  no  'question 
submitted  as  to  the  assent  of  the  other  tribes,  the  committee  have  con- 
fined themselves  exclnstvely  to  an  inquiry  into  the  assent  given  to  the 
amendments  by  the  Senecas,  and  imve  endeavored  to  ascertain  if  a  majority 
of  ibe  chiefs  of  this  tribe  had  freely  and  voluntarily  assented  to  the  amend- 
ments, according  to  the  terms  of  the  resolution  of  the  11th  June,  1838. 
Upon  this  ^)ranch  of  the  subject  the  committee  have  bad  much  diffi- 
culty ;  and  to  solve  these  difficulties,  they  have  consulted  the  documents 
aforesaid,  and  have  heard  testimony. 

It  appears  from  the  testimony  that  the  treaty-making  power  with  this 
tribe  is  vested  in,  and  is  exercised  by,  the  chiefs.    It  appears  from  the  tes- 
timony of  the  ag^nt  of  the  tribe,  and  from  the  testimony  of  the  chiefs  who 
testiified  before  us  on  the  side  of  the  treaty,  or  emigrating  party,  that  the 
number  of  the  chiefs  is  eighty  one  ;  and,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  sworn  to 
by  those  opposing  the  treaty,  and  who  are  against, emigrating,  that  there 
are  upwards  of  ninety  chiefs  of  the  Senecas;  and  it  is  proved  that,  during 
the  sitting  of  the  council,  which    lasted  for  weeks,    the  greater  part  of 
those  chiefs  attended  the  council  occasionally,  and  as  many  as  sixty  at  a 
time.    It  appears  from  the  letter  of  Mr.  Gillet,  dated  Washingtoa^  2&ihof 
October,  1838,.  on  page  IB  of  the  written  document,  addressed  to  Mr. 
■  Crawford,  of  the  Indian  Bureau,  that  <<  the  Seneca  nation  is  divided  on  the 
question  of  emigration  ;"  that "  there  is  a  large  mid  highly  respectable  and 
inteRigent  portion  who  are  the  unwavering  friends  of  emigration,  while 
lanother  condideriMe  portion  appeu:  to  be  its  inflexible  opponents."  <-  Tbete 
'IB  a  third  class  who  do  n6t  appear  to  have  siifficicat  independence  of  mind 
•and  character  to  be  described  as  belonging  to,  or  acting  with,  eitlier.party^ 
cifid  While  the  cnTrent  of  their  feelings  ^eems  to  be  with  the  emigratiott 
-pscrty,  they  are  often  restrained  from  action  by  the  threats  and  compulsion 
-of  the appiieite  party."     HeiSidds :  ^^ this  wasthe  condition  oftbe  triibe.at  the 
-ci^Mttng  of  the  coiitfkfiil." 

iAi  pqge  sixtMb  of  tthe'same  Uoonment  in  the  latter  afereteid^  the  ooni- 
25 
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missioner,  after  describing  the  course  he  had  taken  to  obtain  signatures  of 
assent  to  the  amended  treaty,  by  obtaining  leases  for  them,  &c.,  he  states: 
*•  I  presented  the  manuscript  copy  of  the  amended  treaty,  to  which  1  had 
attached  a  written  assent.  1  informed  the  council  that  those  who  chose  to 
do  so  could  sign  it,  and  those  who,  from  fear  or  other  cause,  preferred 
signing  at  my  room  in  presence  of  myself,  the  superintendent  from  Massa- 
chusetts, the  agent,  and  such  other  persons  as  might  be  present,  might  do 
so.  I  then  received  sixteen  signatures,  and,  subsequently,  at  my  room,  in 
presence  of  General  Dearborn,  thirteen,  and  two  other  signatures  at  the 
rooms  of  chiefs  who  were  too  unwell  to  attend  council ;  making  in  all  thirty- 
one  chiefs.  Tiiese  were  all  by  persons  who  understood  the  subject,  and 
were  freely  and  voluntarily  given." 

At  page  eighteen  of  the  same  document,  the  commissioner  sums  the 
details  of  his  negotiation,  which  was  signed,  as  before  stated,  by  thirty-pne 
chiefs,  by  saying  :  "  The  question  then  arij^es,  is  it  necessary  to  have  the 
names  of  all  the  chiefs  on  the  reservation  ?  If  so,  it  was  not  sufficiently  signed 
in  my  presence ;  if  not,  need  it  be  more  than  a  majority  of  all  who  attended 
the  council  ?  This  is  what  is  usually  required  in  legislative  bodies,  and 
reasoning  from  analogy,  the  assent  is  sufficiently  signed.  If  it  requires  a 
majority  of  all  who,  from  time  to  time,  may  have  been,  for  short  periods,  at 
council,  it  is  not  in  my  power  to  give  you  the  nec^sary  information  where- 
on to  decide."  The  commissioner  then  concludes  his  report  by  saying: 
'*  In  the  foregoing  statement,  I  have  stated  every  thing  which  1  suppose  at 
all  material  to  a  right  understanding  of  the  whole  matter,  including  all  the 
.facts  which  either  the  friends  or  opponents  of  emigration  could  desire,"  &c. 

The  above  the  committee  consider  the  substance  of  Mr.  Gillet's  report; 
and,  for  fear  of  doing  injustice,  have  quoted  his  own  language,  and  given, 
as  it  is  entitled  to  receive,  the  most  implicit  credence  to  the  whole  of  his 
-statement ;  and  after  doin^  so,  the  committee  are  unanimously  of  opinion 
that  the  assent  of  the  majority  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Seneca  nation,  or  of 
^hose  who  attended  the  council  during  its  sitting,  had  not  been  obtained 
at  the  date  of  that  report.      And   in  this   light  it  appears  to  have  been 
viewed  by  the  Executive,  or  else  he  ^vould  have  disposed  of  it  as  he  did 
of  the  other  tribes  who  were  parties  to  this  treaty.     But  the  commissioner 
«iade  another  report,  which  we  will  now  examine.  .  Having  failed,  as  the 
Executive  evidently  considered,  in  obtaining  such  an  assent  to  the  amend- 
ed treaty  as  the.  resolution  of  the  Senate  required,  he  was  despatched  a 
second  time    to  the  Senecas;   and,  in  his  report  of  his   doings   in  this 
second  mission,  he  says,  in  his  second  report  to  the  commissioner,  at  pag» 
19  of  same  document,  "  You  have  heretofore  received  a  full  report  of  all 
that  transpired  prior  to  your  instructions  of  the  30th  of  October  last.     On 
the  receipt  of  those  instructions,"  (what  those  instructions  were,  has  not 
been  made  knawn  to  the  committee,)  "  I  repaired  to  Buffalo,  New  York, 
tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  them  into  effect.     On  my  arrival  there,  I  was 
joined  by  General  Dearborn,  the  superintendent  appointed  by  the  Governor 
of  Massachusetts,  who  continued  with  me  until  the  close  of  my  visit  there. 
He  was  present,  and  witnessed  every  signature  to  the  assent  except  one, 
which  was  taken  while   he  was  confin'ed   to  his  room  by  indisposition. 
Soon  after  my  arrival  there,  [  directed  the  United  States  sub-agent  to  give 
public  notice  that  I  was  present,  and  was  authorized  to  receive  the  signa- 
tures of  such  chiefs  as  desired  to  give  them  ;  and  that  the  superintendent 
from  Massachusetts  was  also  present  to  discharge  the  daty  assigned  him 
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by  the  authorities  of  his  State.  After  this  notice,  ten  additional  names  were 
received  to  the  assent,  making,  in  vX\^  forty  one^ 

The  above  is  all  tfiat  is  contained,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  in 
the  second  report,  materially  bearing  upon  the  subject  now  immediately 
under  consideration ;  and  the  anal3rsis  of  the  whole  of  the  two  reports  is, 
that  sixteen  chiefs  signed  the  amended  treaty  in  open  council  ;  thirteen  in 
his  room,  in  person,  or  by  attorney  ;  two  at  their  own  houses,  where  they 
were  sick ;  and  ten  on  the  second  mission,  acting  under  the  instructions  of 
the  30th  of  October;  making  in  all  forty-one;  being  only  a  majority  of 
one  ;  and  that  majority  is  made  by  rating  the  chiefe  at  the  lowest  esttmate. 
This  number  has  been  increased  by  three  additional  names,  which  have  been 
forwarded  since  the  treaty  has  been  under  consideration,  which  increases 
the  number  of  those  who  have  assented  to  forty-four.  If  these  forty-four 
had  signed  the  amended  treaty  in  open  council,  the  committee  would  con- 
sider that  the  requirements  of  the  Senate  had  been  complied  with,  at  least 
with  the  appearance  of  having  a  majority.  But  it  is  in  vain  to  contend 
that  the  signatures  of  the  last  ten^  which  were  obtained  on  the  second  mis- 
sion, or  of  the  three  who  have  sent  on  their  assent  lately,  is  such  a  signing 
as  was  contemplated  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate.  It  is  competent,  how- 
ever, for  the  Senate  to  waive  the  usual  and  customary  forms  in  this  instance, 
and  consider  the  signatures  of  these  last  thirteen  as  good  as  though  they 
had  been  obtained  in  open  council.  But  the  committee  cannot  recommend 
the  adoption  of  such  a  practice  in  making  treaties,  for  divers  good  reasons, 
which  must  be  obvious  to  the  Senate  ;  and  .among  those  reasons,  against 
these  secret,  individual  negotiations,  is  the  distrust  created  that  the  chiefs, 
by  so  acting,  are  doing  what  a  majority  of  their  people  do  not  approve  of, 
or  else  that  they  are  improperly  acted  upon  by  bribery  or  threats,  and  unfair 
influences.  In  this  case  we  have  most  ample  illustrations.  Those  opposed 
to  the  treaty  accuse  several  of  those  who  have  signed  their  assent  to  the 
amended  treaty  with  having  been  bribed  ;  and  in  at  least  one  instance  they 
make  out  the  charge  very  clearly. 

In  the  Indian  lands  there  are  two  separate  interests  of  our  own  citizens ; 
the  one  are  the  lessees  of  the  Indians,  and  the  other  the  pre-emptive  claim- 
ants ;  and  these  two  white  interests  seem  to  be  as  violently  arrayed  against 
each  other  as  are  the  two  divisions  of  the  Indians  themselves ;  and,  as 
active  partisans,  take  sides  with  the  Indian  party  according  to  their  in- 
terests. 

The  above  are  the  leading  facts  of  this  negotiation  ;  and  the  committee, 
being  but  four  in  number,  have  been  unable  to  agree  upon  any  recommen- 
dation to  the  Senate  other  than  to  submit  the  facts ;  ajnd  this  they  do  lor 
the  future  action  of  the  Senate. 
The  report  was  read. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Seifier, 
Ordered,  That  it  be  printed,  in  confidence,  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 
Mr.  Prentiss  presented  a  memorial  from  Israel  Jemison,  Seneca  White, 
Maris  B.  Pierce,  John  Kennedy,  jr.,  and  Daniel  Two  Guns,  as  a  delegation 
of  Seneca  Indians,  asking  the  rejection  of  the  treaty  purporting  to  have  been 
made  with  the  New  York  Indians,  and  declaring  their  determination  not  to 
remove  from  their  lands  in  that  State. 

Ordered,  That  the  said  memorial  be  printed,  in  confidence,  for  the  use 
of  the  Senate.* 
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Mr.  Tallmadge  submitted  the  following  resolution ;  which  was  read,  and 
ordered  to  be  printed,  in  confidence,  for  the  use  of  the  Senate. 

Resolved,  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  the  assent  of  the  Seneca 
tribe  of  Indians,  residing  in  the  State  of  New  York,  to  the  treaty  of  January 
15,  1838,  as  amended  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  June  II,  1838,  has 
been  sufficiently  signed  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  rrsoluiiou  of  rati- 
fication  ;  and,  therefore,  theiSenatd  recommends  the  President  to  make  pro- 
clamation of  the  said  treaty,  and  to  carry  the  same  into  effect. 

Mr.  Swilt  submitted  the  following  resolution  ;  which  was  read,  and  order- 
ed to  be  printed,  in  confidence,  for  the  use  of  the  Senate : 

Resolvady  That,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Senate,  the  assent  of  the  Seneca 
nation  of  Indians  to  the  treaty  made  between  the  United  States  and  said 
Seneca  nation,  on  the  15th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1838,  as  amended  by  the 
Senate  on  the  ilth  day  of  June  last,  has  not  been  given  according  to  the 
true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  Senate,  as  expressed  in  said  amendment, 
and  that  the  same  ought  not  to  be  carried  into  effect. 

SATURDAY,  March  2,  1839. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Serier,

the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  resolution  of  the  Senate  of  the  Ilth 
June,  1838,  the  Senate  recommend  that  the  President  make  proclamation  of 
said  treaty  and  carry  the  same  into  effect.

Resolved^  That  the  injunction  of  secrecy  be  removed  from  the  documents 
and  proceedings  of  the  Senate  in  relation  to  the  trfeaty  with  the  Menomooee 
tribe  of  Indians,  and  supplemental  articles  thereto,  which  were  transmitted 
to  the  Senate  on  the  28th  of  February,  183 J,  and  ratified  by  the  Senate  on 
the  25rh  of  June,  1832. 

The  following  are  the  proceedings  referred  to  : 

MONDAY,  February  28,  1831. 

The  following  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Donaldson,  his  secretary : 

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States : 

I  present,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  articles  of  agreement  enter- 
ed into,  and  concluded,  by  commissioners  duly  appointed  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  and  the  chiefs  of  the  Menomonee  tribe  of  Indians,  at  Green 
Bay.  Various  attempts  were  made  to  reconcile  the  conflicting  interests  of 
the  New  York  Indians,  but  without  success,  as  will  appear  by  the  report  made 
by  the  Secretary  of  War.  No  stipulation  in  their  favor  could  be  introjJuced 
into  the  agreement  without  the  consent  of  the  Menomonees,  and  that  con- 
sent could  not  be  obtained  to  any  greater  extent  thjui  the  articles  show. 

Congress,  only,  is  competent  now  to  adjust  and  arrang-e  these  differences, 
and  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  New  York  Indians.  The  whole  matter 
is  respectfully  submitted. 

ANDREW  JACKSON. 

The  message,  acrreement,  and  accompanying:  documents,  were  read. 

Ordered,  That  they  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and 
that  the  treaty  and  documents  be  printed,  in  confidence,  for  the  use  of  the 
Senate. 

Mr.  Sanford  presented  the  memorial  of  John  W^.  Q,uincy  and  others,  del- 
agnates  from  certain  tribes  of  New  York  Indians,  remonstrating  against  the 
provisions  of  the  treaty  recently  concluded  with  the  Menomonee  Indians. 

The  memorial  was  read. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Sanford, 

Ordered,  That  it  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Indian  Affairs,  and  be 
printed,  in  confidence,  with  the  accompanying  documents,  for  the  use  of  tliQ 
Senate. 

THURSDAY,  February  9,  1832. 

The  followin<r  message  was  received  from  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  Mr.  Donaldson,  his  secretary: 

yb  the  Senate: 

I  transmit,  herewith,  for  the  information  of  the  Senate,  a  report  from  the 
Oepartment  of  War,  showing  the  situation  of  the  country  at  Green  Bay, 
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ceded  for  the  benefit  of  the  New  York  Indians,  and  also  the  proceedings  of 
the  commissioner,  who  has  lately  had  a  meeting  with  them.

1831,  reported  the  treaty  with  the  Menomonee  Indians 
without  amendment. 

SAl^URDAY,  June  23,  1832.

MONDAY,  June  25,  1832. 

The  treaty  with  the  Menomonee  Indians  was  read  the  second  time,  and 
considered  as  in  Committee  of  the  Whole;  no  amendment  having  been 
made,  the  Vice  President  reported  it  to  the  Senate  accordingly. 

Mr.  White  submitted  a  resoluMon  (or  the  ratification  thereof,  which  was 
considered  by  unanimous  consent. 

On  motion  by  Mr.  Frelinj^huysen, 

The  resolution  was  amendf^d  by  inserting,  after  "Fox  river,*'  the  words 
<*  and  one  mile  above  the  Grand  Shute  on  Fox  river  ;"  and  by  inserting,  after 
the  word  "  land,"  <•  on  and  along  the  west  side  of  Fox  river." 

On  the  question  to  as^ree  to  the  resolution,  thus  amended,  as  follo^irs: 
Resolved^  (two  thirds  o^the  Senators  present  concurring.)  That  the  Senate 
do  advise  and  consent  to  the  ratification  of  a  treaty  made  and  concluded  at 
the  city  of  Washington  on  the  8th  day  of  February,  1831,  between  the 
United  States  of  America  and  the  chiefs  and  headmen  of  the  Menomonee 
Indians  ;  and  also  the  supplemental  or  additional  articles  thereto,  dated  the 
I7th  of  February,  1S31 :  Provided^  That  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
the  rights  of  the  New  York  Indians  on  a  pernlaneni  and  just  footing,  the 
said  treaty  shall  l^e  ratified  with  the  express  understanding  that  two  town- 
ships of  land,  on  the  east  side  of  Winnebago  lake,  equal  to  46,080  acres,

shall  be  laid  off  (to  commence  at  some  point  to  be  agreed  on)  for  the  use  of 
the  Stockbridge  and  Miuisee  tribes ;  and  that  the  improvements  made  on 
the  lands  now  in  the  possession  of  the  said  tribes,  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Fox  river,  which  said  lands  are  to  be  relinquished,  shall,  after  being  valaed 
by  a  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
be  paid  for  by  the  Government :  Provided,  howeper^  That  the  valuation  of 
such  improvements  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars ;  and  that  there  shall  be  one  township  of  land  adjoinino^  the  foregoing, 
equal  to  ■^3,040  acres,  laid  off  and  granted  for  the  use  of  the  Brothertown 
Indians,  who  are  to  be  paid,  by  the  Government,  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars  for  the  improvements  on  the  lands  now  in  their  posses- 
sion on  the  east  side  of  P^x  river,  which  lands  are  to  be  relinquished  by 
said  Indians  ;  also,  that  a  new  line  shall  be  run  parallel  to  the  southwestern 
boundary  line,  or  course  of  the  tract  of  five  hundred  thousand  acres, 
described  in  the  first  article  of  this  treaty,  and  set  apart  for  the  New  York 
Indians,  to  commence  at  a  point  on  the  west  side  of  the  Fox  river,  and  one 
mile  above  the  Grand  Shute  on  Fox  river,  and  at  a  suflicient  distance  from 
the  said  boundary  line,  as  established  by  the  said  first  article,  as  shall  com- 
prehend the  additional  quantity  of  two  hundred  thousand  acres  of  land  on 
and  along  the  west  side  of  Fox  river,  without  including  any  of  the  con- 
firmed private  land  claims  on  the  Fox  river,  and  which  two  hundred  thou- 
sand acres  shall  be  a  part  of  the  five  hundred  thousand  acres  intended  to  be 
set  apart  for  the  Six  Nations  of  the  New  York  Indians,  and  the  St.  Regis 
tribe ;  and  that  an  equal  quantity  to  that  which  is  added  on  the  southwest- 
ern side  shall  be  taken  off  from  the  northeastern  side  of  the  said  tract,  de- 
scribed in  that  article,  on  the  Oconto  creek,  to  be  determined  by  a  commis- 
sioner to  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  ;  so  that  the 
whole  number  of  acres  to  be  granted  to  the  Six  Nations  and  St.  Regis  tribe 
of  Indians  shall  not  exceed  the  quantity  originally  stipulated  by  the  treaty;"
